Genome shows no Steppe pastoralist or Iranian farmer link

Throwing fresh light on the 
Indus Valley Civilisation, a 
study of DNA from skeletal 
remains excavated from the 
Harappan cemetery at Ralc- 
higarhi argues that the hun¬ 
ter-gatherers of South Asia, 
who then became a settled 
people, have an indepen¬ 
dent origin. The researchers 
who conducted the study 
contend that the theory of 
the Harappans having 
Steppe pastoral or ancient 
Iranian farmer ancestry thus 
stands refuted. The finding 
also negates the hypothesis 
about mass migration dur¬ 
ing Harappan times from 
outside South Asia, they ar¬ 
gue. 

Vasant Shinde, the profes¬ 
sor who headed the Rakhi- 
garhi Project, said on Friday 
that researchers had suc¬ 
cessfully sequenced the first 
genome of an individual 
from Harappa and combin¬ 
ing it with archaeological da¬ 
ta, found that hunter-gather¬ 
ers of South Asia had an 
independent origin, and 
authored the settled way of 
life in this part of the world. 

“They do not contain ge¬ 
nome from either the Steppe 
region or ancient Iranian 
farmers. The genetic conti¬ 
nuity from hunter gatherer 
to modern times is visible in 
the DNA results,” Prof. 
Shinde, affiliated to the De¬ 
partment of Archaeology,

The study, he said, finds 
that the same hunter-gather¬ 
er communities developed 
into agricultural communi¬ 
ties and formed the Harap¬ 
pan civilisation. 

The researchers also sug¬ 
gest that there was a move¬ 
ment of people from east to 
west as the Harappan peo¬ 
ple’s presence is evident at 
sites like Gonur in Turkme¬ 
nistan and Sahr-i-Sokhta in 
Iran. 

“As the Harappans traded 
with Mesopotamia, Egypt, 
the Persian Gulf and almost 
all across South Asia, there 
was bound to be movement 
of people, resulting in a 
mixed genetic history. India 
had a heterogeneous popu¬ 
lation right from the begin¬ 
ning of settled life,” Prof. 
Shinde said. There was a 
hint that settled life and 
domestication went from 


South Asia to West Asia. 

The Rakhigarhi study was 
reported in a paper titled 
“An Ancient Harappan Ge¬ 
nome Lacks Ancestry from 
Steppe Pastoralists or Ira¬ 
nian farmers” in the journal 
Cell on Thursday. 

Origins of farming 

In Europe, ancient-DNA stu¬ 
dies have shown that agri¬ 
culture tended to spread 
through an influx of people 
with ancestry in Anatolia, in 
modern day Turkey. 

The new study shows a si¬ 
milar dynamic in Iran and 
Turan (southern Central 
Asia), where the researchers 
found that Anatolian-related 
ancestry and farming ar¬ 
rived around the same time. 
In South Asia, however, the 
story appears quite diffe¬ 
rent. The researchers found 
an absence of Anatolian-re¬ 
lated ancestry.

Lander Vikram moves 
in for tryst with moon 

It is designed for a soft-landing on the lunar surface

As the nation awaited with 
bated breath the soft-landing 
of the Vikram lander on the 
South Pole of the lunar sur¬ 
face, the first attempt by any 
country, the Indian Space 
Research Organisation (IS- 
RO) said on Friday that eve¬ 
rything related to the touch¬ 
down was going as per plan. 

Joining the nation in wish¬ 
ing ISRO success. Prime Mi¬ 
nister Narendra Modi said 
the mission manifests the 
best of Indian talent and spi¬ 
rit of tenacity. 

“Its success will benefit 
crores of Indians,” he said in 
a series of tweets. 

“We are eagerly waiting 
for the event,” ISRO chair¬ 
man K. Sivan said. 

“Certainly, there is a lot of 
anxiety in the minds of the 
entire [Chandrayaan-2] team 
because it’s a very complex 
operation and we are doing 
it for the first time,” a senior 
official associated with the 
mission said. 

“Everything... sensors, 
computers, command sys¬ 
tems...has to work perfectly. 
But we are confident in the 
sense we have conducted a 
large number of simulations 
on the ground; it gives us the 
confidence it would go al¬ 
right,” the official said. 

He described the soft- 
landing as “almost like plac¬ 
ing a baby on the cradle”. 


and said, “There is a certain 
amount of anxiety but there 
is no fear.” 

As India attempts a soft- 
landing, all eyes will be on 
the lander Vikram and the 
rover Pragyan. 

One lunar day 

The 1,471 kg Vikram, named 
after Dr. Vikram A. Sarabhai, 
father of the Indian space 
programme, is designed to 
execute a soft-landing on the 
lunar surface and to function 
for one lunar day, which is 
equivalent to about 14 earth 
days. 

Chandrayaan-2’s 27 kg ro¬ 
botic vehicle Pragyan, which 
translates to ‘wisdom’ in 
Sanskrit, can travel up to 
500 m from the landing spot 
on the Moon and leverages 
solar energy for its 
functioning. 

“The lander carries three 
scientific payloads to con¬ 
duct surface and sub-surface 
science experiments, while 
the rover carries two pay- 
loads to enhance our un 
derstanding of the lu 
nar surface,” 
according to 
ISRO. 


Vikram will perform a se¬ 
ries of complex braking ma¬ 
noeuvres to soft-land in the 
south polar region of the 
Moon between two craters, 
Manzinus C and Simpelius N, 
on September 7. 

A few hours later, the rov¬ 
er will roll down from Vik¬ 
ram and will explore the sur¬ 
rounding lunar terrain. 

September 7 marks the 
culmination of the most pre¬ 
cious phase of Chan- 
drayaan-2. 

The finale will be wit¬ 
nessed by the Prime Minister 
and about 80 high school 
students at the Mission Oper¬ 
ations Complex of ISRO Te¬ 
lemetry Tracking and Com¬ 
mand Network in Bengaluru 
from around midnight.

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day voiced scepticism 
about the Delhi govern¬ 
ment’s scheme to make me¬ 
tro rides free for women, 
saying the move may be¬ 
come financially unviable 
for the Delhi Metro Rail Cor¬ 
poration. A Bench led by 
Justice Arun Mishra said 
rather than handing out 
sops, the government 
should make proper use of 
public money. 

“Why should anyone be 
given free rides?

The court said the finan¬ 
cial health of the DMRC 
should be of prime concern 
for the Delhi government as 
the metro is an essential 
mode of public transport in 
the city.

A Special Investigation 
Team (SIT) of the Rajasthan 
police, constituted to review 
the original investigation of 
the Pehlu Khan lynching 
case which resulted in the 
acquittal of all the six ac¬ 
cused by a sessions court in 
Alwar last month, has found 
multiple lapses and irregu¬ 
larities in the probe. 

The 84-page SIT report, 
submitted to Director Gen¬ 
eral of Police Bhupendra 
Singh on Thursday, could 
set the stage for an appeal 
against the trial court’s judg¬ 
ment in the Rajasthan High 
Court. After the trial court’s 
indictment of the Investigat¬ 
ing Officers (IOs), the Con¬ 
gress government, headed 
by Chief Minister Ashok 
Gehlot, drew criticism for 
not correcting the course of 
the probe during the seven 
months of its tenure prior to 
the judgment. 



The SIT, headed by Depu¬ 
ty Inspector-General of Pol¬ 
ice (Special Operations 
Group) Nitin Deep Blaggan, 
was formed on August 16 af¬ 
ter the State government de¬ 
cided to challenge the ses¬ 
sions court’s August 14 
verdict through an appeal. 

Police officials, who 
spoke on the condition of 
anonymity, said the SIT had 
found lacunae in the investi¬ 
gation as well as some laxity 
in the prosecution.

elections. The emphasis of 
the ‘early warning system’ 
will be on moving quickly 
and collectively to under¬ 
mine disinformation before 
it can take hold. 

The summit also agreed 
to work towards a joint on¬ 
line media education cam¬ 
paign, and also to co-oper¬ 
ate on election-related 
information such as ex¬ 
plaining how and where to 
vote. “Disinformation and 
so-called fake news is a 
threat to us all. At its worst, 
it can present a serious 
threat to democracy and 



even to people’s lives. This 
summit has shown a deter¬ 
mination to take collective 
action to fight this problem 
and we have agreed [upon] 
some crucial steps towards 
this,” said Tony Hall, Direc¬ 
tor-General of the BBC and 
European Broadcasting Un¬ 
ion (EBU) president. 

The BBC’s partners who 
attended the summit were 
the EBU, Facebook, Finan¬ 
cial Times, First Draft, Goo¬ 
gle, The Hindu, and the 
Wall Street Journal. Other 
partners were AFP, CBC/Ra- 
dio-Canada, Microsoft, Reu¬ 
ters, the Reuters Institute 
for the Study of Journalism, 
and Twitter.

RFID system: 
traffic down 
by 13% at eight 
border points

NEW DELHI 

The total traffic entering 
Delhi through at least eight 
border points, where Radio 
Frequency Identification 
(RFID) systems were in¬ 
stalled since July, has gone 
down by 13% in the month 
of August compared to July, 
data from the South Delhi 
Municipal Corporation 
(SDMC) shows. 

Though the RFID systems 
were launched at 13 border 
points, a senior official said 
that it had become opera¬ 
tional at eight border points 
since July. As many as 
6,50,658 vehicles passed 
through the border points 
in July, while the number re¬ 
duced to 5,60,815 in August. 

The largest drop in num¬ 
ber of vehicles entering Del¬ 
hi is at Rajkori border where 
nearly 40,000 fewer vehi¬ 
cles entered the city in Au¬ 
gust. In percentage terms, 
the largest drop is seen at 
Kapashera border with 
23.9% fewer vehicles enter¬ 
ing through here. 

The RFID system was in¬ 
stalled with the purpose to 
effectively charge toll tax 
and environmental conges¬ 
tion charge and to thus en¬ 
courage diversion of vehi¬ 
cles simply passing through 
Delhi. The project was car¬ 
ried out under the direc¬ 
tions of the Supreme Court. 

A clear picture of the im¬ 
pact of the system on vehi¬ 
cles entering the city would 
be determined based on the 
data from the current 
month, the official said. Ho¬ 
wever, the project is facing a 
major issue as very few peo¬ 
ple with RFIDs are conduct¬ 
ing transactions through it. 
While about 3,30,000 vehi¬ 
cles had been registered, 
data from the SDMC shows 
that only 860 transactions 
had taken place through 
RFIDs so far.

Chief Minister Arvind Kejri¬ 
wal on Friday sought sugges¬ 
tions from citizens to reduce 
pollution in the Capital dur¬ 
ing winter months when 
stubble burning in neigh¬ 
bouring States such as Pun¬ 
jab and Haryana affects its 
ambient air quality. 

Addressing a press confe¬ 
rence here, Mr. Kejriwal said 
people can send their sug¬ 
gestions at cm4clea- 
nair@gmail.com till Septem¬ 
ber 12 even as he quoted 
government data which 
states that air pollution in 
Delhi has reduced by 25% ov¬ 
er the last three years. 

“It is extremely essential 
to avoid the situation of Del¬ 
hi becoming a gas chamber 
every year with the advent of 
winter, mainly due to stub¬ 
ble burning in the nearby 
States. I met Haryana Chief 
Minister as well as Union Mi¬ 
nister for Environment and 
got the assurance of positive 
steps in this regard,” the 


Chief Minister said at a press 
conference. 

Action plan for winter 

“At the same time, we like to 
know from the people about 
the possible steps to be ta¬ 
ken to save our family mem¬ 
bers from the harmful ef¬ 
fects of air pollution in Delhi. 
Once we receive and study 
these suggestions, we will 
present a detailed pollution 
action-plan of Delhi govern¬ 
ment for the upcoming win¬ 
ter months,” he further said. 
During the peak season 


from October 25 to Novem¬ 
ber 20, lot of stubble-burn¬ 
ing incidents are reported in 
the neighbouring States, 
which adds to the pollution 
level in the national capital, 
he said. 

Mr. Kejriwal claimed that 
in the last three years, there 
has been 25% reduction in 
the overall pollution level be¬ 
cause of a slew of measures 
taken by the Aam Aadmi Par¬ 
ty (AAP) government and 
others, including Supreme 
Court, Union government, 
Environment Pollution (Pre¬ 


vention and Control) Auth¬ 
ority (EPCA) and civic 
bodies. 

Currently, he claimed, 40 
air-quality monitoring sys¬ 
tems are operating in Delhi 
to get real-time data and 
4,000 buses will soon be 
procured which will also re¬ 
sult in reduction in pollution 
level. Pollution level started 
declining in the city since 
2015, Mr. Kejriwal said, and 
listed measures taken by the 
government agencies con¬ 
cerned for the reduction in 
the air pollution level.

ing” for her. 

The spokesperson she was 
referring to was AAP MLA 
Saurabh Bhardwaj who said 
the party would accept her 
resignation even on Twitter. 

Political career 

Ms. Lamba began her politi¬ 
cal career with the Congress 
and was with the party for 
about 20 years before joining 


AAP. Last month, she an¬ 
nounced that she had made 
up her mind about leaving 
Delhi’s ruling party and con¬ 
testing the upcoming Delhi 
Assembly election as an In¬ 
dependent candidate. 

Ms. Lamba’s relationship 
with the party began souring 
after she objected to the par¬ 
ty’s decision to pass a resolu¬ 
tion to revoke the Bharat Rat- 
na conferred upon former 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
at the Delhi Assembly in De¬ 
cember 2018, following 
which she was removed from 
AAP’s list of spokespersons.

(RMGSL) are the two special 
purpose vehicles running ra¬ 
pid metro since 2013 and 
2017 respectively. The two 
SPVs had served termination 
notices to HSVP on June 7 al¬ 
leging various breaches in 
concession contract by it and 
had given a 90-day notice as 
per the agreement.

Irregularity in tax payment found

Properties of up to six 
motels and resorts in 
areas under the North 
Delhi Municipal Corpo¬ 
ration were attached on 
Wednesday over irregu¬ 
larities in payment of 
property tax. 

The properties, which 
are in the Narela zone, 
were paying property 
tax based on self-assess¬ 
ment that they belonged 
to ‘Category H’, which 
paid a unit area value of 
H00. However, since the 
properties are commer¬ 
cial ventures, it was de¬ 
termined that they are 


required to match the 
highest nearby unit area 
value, a statement from 
the Narela zone reads. 
Instead, the properties 
are required to pay rates 
of ‘Category G’ which 
come up to ^200. The to¬ 
tal amount of property 
tax involved is about 
?4.68 crore. 

The audit report of 
the South Delhi Munici¬ 
pal Corporation has 
highlighted similar low 
assessment of farm¬ 
house properties in its 
jurisdiction. The valua¬ 
tion of at least four such 
properties led to a loss of

Plea to cancel bail of 
ex-SC staffer dismissed

NEW DELHI 

A Delhi court on Friday 
dismissed a plea to can¬ 
cel the bail of the Su¬ 
preme Court’s former 
employee, who had le¬ 
velled allegations of sex¬ 
ual misconduct against 
the Chief Justice of India, 
in a cheating and crimi¬ 
nal intimidation case. 

The Supreme Court’s 
three-member In-House 
Inquiry Committee, 
headed by Justice S.A. 
Bobde, had in May this 
year given clean chit to 
the CJI as it “found no 
substance” in the allega¬ 
tions levelled against him 
by the woman. 

Chief Metropolitan 
Magistrate Manish Khu- 
rana on Friday dismissed 
the application filed by 
Delhi Police after being 
informed by advocate 
V.K. Ohri, appearing for 
the accused, that the not¬ 


ice of the application 
could not be served to 
the complainant in the 
case despite several at¬ 
tempts since earlier this 
year. 

“Perusal of the record 
reveals that the complai¬ 
nant has not been ap¬ 
pearing in this case and 
the notice issued to him 
could not be served. In 
these circumstances, no 
fruitful purpose will be 
served by keeping the ap¬ 
plication for cancellation 
of bail of accused pend¬ 
ing and the same is ac¬ 
cordingly dismissed and 
disposed of,” the court 
said. 

The police had sought 
cancellation of the bail 
granted to the woman on 
March 12, after the com¬ 
plainant allegedly 
claimed that he was be¬ 
ing threatened by the 
former apex court staffer 
and her associates.

Justice Sanjeev Sachdeva 
issued the notice and sought 
response of the university 
on pleas by two students al¬ 
leging that their nomina¬ 
tions were illegally rejected 
for elections of councillor in 
JNUSU. 

“In the facts and circum¬ 
stances, it is directed that 
the declaration of final re¬ 
sults shall be subject to 
further orders to be passed 
by this court. Further, the 
University is directed not to 
notify the results till the next 
date of hearing. List on Sep¬ 
tember 17,” the court said. 
JNU was represented 
through Central government 


Standing Counsel Monika 
Arora. 

The petitioners claimed 
that the JNUSU election com¬ 
mittee rejected his nomina¬ 
tion without citing any rea¬ 
son. The pleas sought 
direction to the varsity auth¬ 
orities to hold the elections 
as per the recommendations 
of the Lyngdoh committee. 

The polling took place 
during the day in two phases 
and 14 candidates are in fray 
in the elections. 

The counting will com¬ 
mence from 9 p.m. The re¬ 
sults were earlier scheduled 
to be declared on Sunday.

‘JNU asking to submit CV 
like withdrawing Nobel’ 

Former V-C slams move by university

Former vice-chancellor of Ja¬ 
waharlal Nehru University 
(JNU) Asis Datta - one of the 
12 distinguished scholars 
asked by the university admi¬ 
nistration to submit their CVs 
for evaluation - likened the 
move to that of “withdraw¬ 
ing” the Nobel of a recipient 
if he/she is thought to be not 
doing enough good work a 
decade or two later. 

The JNU administration 
has sought the resumes of 
the distinguished scholars to 
decide whether they can 
continue as Emeritus Profes¬ 
sors. 

“I visit the university to in¬ 
teract with the faculty mem¬ 
bers and students and to dis¬ 
cuss science, which has been 
my lifelong quest,” Prof. Dat¬ 
ta said in a reply to the letter 
from the JNU Registrar. 

He also said his work in¬ 
volves being in close contact 
with the best scientists in the 
world, including Nobel Lau¬ 


reates and the universities 
they belonged to. He added 
that so far he has not come 
across a situation where 
scientists who were given an 
honour have to continuously 
provide proof that they can 
retain it. 

“This is like withdrawing 
the Nobel if the recipient was 
thought to be doing not 
enough good work a decade 
or two later,” he said. 

No remuneration 

Prof. Datta added that he has 
served the university for ma¬ 
ny decades and claims noth¬ 
ing from the university as he 
had no office at JNU and gets 
no remuneration. 

Jawaharlal Nehru Univer¬ 
sity Teachers’ Association 
said Mr. Datta had given up a 
tenured job in the U.S. to join 
the institute in 1970, its initial 
years of formation. The asso¬ 
ciation said that Prof. Datta 
quickly became a scientist of 
note, winning one presti¬ 
gious award after the other. 


Not a pipe dream: how women are learning a male-dominated trade 

Under Centre’s PMKVY, a skill development centre enrolls six females in plumbing course

Lipi Mandal, an arts graduate 
from West Bengal, had been 
attending a sewing centre 
near her house in Sector 4 
here when a neighbour told 
her about a plumbing course 
at Navjyoti, a skill develop¬ 
ment centre authorised by 
the Centre to impart training 
under Pradhan Mantri Kaush- 
al Vikas Yojana. 

Lipi is now one of the six 
females at the centre attend¬ 
ing a first-of-its-kind course 
for women in plumbing, 
which is set to challenge yet 
another traditionally male- 
dominated occupation. 

Navjyoti managing director 


Gurusharan Khurana told The 
Hindu that following inputs 
from several integrated facili¬ 
ty service providers to corpo¬ 
rates on the growing demand 
for women plumbers, espe¬ 
cially for repair or mainte¬ 
nance work in women toilets 
at airports, hotels and big 
companies, he decided to in¬ 
troduce the course. But it was 
easier said than done. 

Mr. Khurana recalled how 
he had a hard time convinc¬ 
ing women to enrol for the 
course as the occupation is 
traditionally associated with 
men and little awareness of 
job possibilities in this new 
sector. “We called up ITI di¬ 
ploma holders and B.Tech 


women attending our job 
fairs to tell them about this 
new course that comes with 
good job prospects and hand¬ 
some salaries. But not many 
were willing. Some of them 
faced opposition from their 
parents or husbands,” said 
Mr. Khurana. 

The three-month course 
waslaunched in August first 
week and a private partner of¬ 
fered to sponsor it with Cor¬ 
porate Social Responsibility 
funds. Eighteen-year-old He- 
ma who is enrolled in the 
course said she decided to 
pursue it hoping to find a job 
and expected better wages. 
An ITI diploma holder, Hema 
said her parents opposed her 


decision but her grandmoth¬ 
er was supportive. Pratima 
Devi, 21, a B. Tech from Luck¬ 
now, also joined the course 
for better job opportunities. 

Mr. Khurana said while the 
opportunities for jobs such as 
data entry operator had di¬ 
minished due to technologi¬ 
cal advancement, there was a 
growing demand for electri¬ 
cians, plumbers and pantry 
persons, especially for wo¬ 
men. “These are men-driven 
course and not machine-dri¬ 
ven,” said Mr. Khurana. The 
centre also runs an all-woman 
course for electricians and 
pantry persons, mostly en¬ 
rolling semi-literate or illiter¬ 
ate women from slums pro¬ 


viding them an opportunity 
to make a better living. 

“When these women work 
as plumbers or electricians, 
they get all benefits such as 
weekly-offs and Provident 
Fund...which they don’t if 
they work as helps,” said Mr. 
Khurana. A facility manage¬ 
ment service provider, Upas- 
na Modgil of Dusters Total So¬ 
lutions Services, said demand 
for women plumbers and 
electricians is growing since 
they are seen as more “sin¬ 
cere” workers compared to 
their male counterparts. At a 
job fair held at the centre on 
Friday, 82 were offered let¬ 
ters. A total of 13 companies 
took part in the fair.

Delhi High Court nod for special 
trial at AIIMS in Unnao case 


This comes after Supreme Court asked HC to decide on proceedings at hospital

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day gave the Delhi High 
Court liberty to decide on a 
plea made by the trial judge 
of five cases of crimes com¬ 
mitted against the Unnao 
rape survivor and her family 
to hold special proceedings 
at the All India Institute of 
Medical Sciences. 

Probe into ‘accident’ 

A Bench led by Justice Dee- 
pale Gupta gave a fortnight 
more to the CBI to complete 
its probe into the ‘accident’ 
on July 28 in which the now 
19-year-old rape survivor 
and her lawyer were critical¬ 
ly injured and two of her re¬ 
latives killed after a truck 
collided with their car near 
Raebareli. On August 19, the 
court had given the CBI an 
extension of two weeks to 
complete the investigation in

the road accident case. 

The Delhi HC late in the 
evening approved recording 
of the woman’s statement at 
the AIIMS Trauma Centre. A 
notification issued to this ef¬ 
fect said Special Judge Dhar- 
mesh Sharma, who is con¬ 
ducting trial of the cases, 
shall record her testimony. 

The apex court said there 
was no pressure on Judge 
Sharma to complete the trial 
in 45 days. He could ap¬ 


proach it if and when he felt 
it necessary for an 
extension. 

On August 1, the court 
transferred the five cases 
from a CBI court in Lucknow 
to its counterpart in Delhi. It 
also ordered the Uttar Pra¬ 
desh government to pay the 
rape survivor ?25 lakh as in¬ 
terim compensation. 

Day-to-day basis 

A Bench led by Chief Justice 
of India Ranjan Gogoi on 
that day ordered that the 
trial in the cases be held on a 
day-to-day basis and be com¬ 
pleted within 45 days. The 
court had even zeroed in on 
Mr. Sharma as the trial 
judge. 

Four of the five cases are 
the rape in 2017; a false case 
hoisted against her father 
under the Arms Act by con¬ 
niving police officers; the 
custodial death of the survi¬ 


vor’s father after he was ar¬ 
rested in an Arms case; and a 
second instance of gang-rape 
of the survivor. Though the 
CBI has filed charge sheets in 
these cases, the Lucknow 
court is yet to frame charges 
against the accused persons. 
The fifth case concerns the 
‘accident’. 

In fact, it was only later 
the apex court came to know 
that days before the ‘acci¬ 
dent’, the woman had 
reached out to the CJI in a 
letter. But her cry for help 
had largely remained unnot¬ 
iced in the court’s Registry 
for almost a fortnight. 

Her letter, dated July 12, 
had spelt out threats to her 
life and her family from the 
accused, including BJP MLA 
Kuldeep Singh Sengar. The 
letter landed at the Registry 
on July 17 but did not reach 
the CJI’s table till July 30.

AMU notice to 3 Kashmiri students over protest 


University administration says event held on campus without permission

The Aligarh Muslim Univer¬ 
sity administration has is¬ 
sued a show-cause notice to 
four students, including 
three Kashmiri PhD scho¬ 
lars, for staging a protest on 
the campus against the go¬ 
vernment clampdown in 
Jammu and Kashmir on 
Thursday evening. 

University spokesperson 
Shafey Kidwai said, “A show- 
cause notice has been issued 
to Majid Butt, Sajjad Dar, 
Shafat Maqbool, and Mohd. 
Khalid for holding a protest 
on campus without permis¬ 
sion.” 

Mr. Khalid, a postgrad¬ 
uate student, is not a Kash¬ 


miri. 

Prof. Kidwai said the ad¬ 
ministration had also asked 
them to explain the slogans 
raised during the protest. 
AMU has around 1,000 
Kashmiri students. 

According to local sourc¬ 
es, on Thursday, about 50- 
odd students peacefully 
marched to the university 
gates with placards asking 
for the lifting of communica¬ 
tion blockade and easing of 
restrictions on travel in 
Kashmir. 

‘Undeclared emergency’ 

Shakeel, a student of law fa¬ 
culty from Anantnag, said, 
“The aim of the protest was 
to make people outside the 


State aware of what their fel¬ 
low citizens are going 
through, particularly when a 
large section of the media is 
not presenting the true pic¬ 
ture. I have not been able to 
contact my parents for the 
last one month. It is a kind of 
undeclared ‘emergency’ in 
the Valley,” he alleged. 

He asked why such strin¬ 
gent curfew-like conditions 
are being imposed on the ci¬ 
tizens when the government 
was repeatedly saying that 
things are normal. 

He maintained Article 370 
was the “bond” between In¬ 
dia and Kashmir and its 
abrogation has “alienated” 
even those who believe in 
peaceful dialogue. 


Another student, Saif, 
who left the Valley on Au¬ 
gust 16, said his father was a 
government servant. 

“I approached the local 
DSP. He allowed me to make 
a brief call to a friend in Ali¬ 
garh. He booked my ticket 
from Srinagar to Delhi and 
sent me the PNR number. 
On its basis, I got the board¬ 
ing pass. When I left, the 
curfew-like situation was 
worst for those in need of se¬ 
rious medical care,” he said. 

Mr. Saif said peaceful 
protest on campus was their 
democratic right even if per¬ 
mission was not granted.

The two parties part ways a month before Haryana polls

Less than a month after the 
Bahujan Samaj Party and the 
Jannayak Janta Party an¬ 
nounced alliance for the Ha¬ 
ryana Assembly election in 
October this year, the two 
parties parted their ways on 
Friday. Both parties have an¬ 
nounced to go it alone the 
election. 

Announcing the decision, 
BSP chief Mayawati, in a late 
night tweet, said the alliance 
with JJP for the upcoming As¬ 
sembly election was ended 
at the advice of the party’s 
State unit because of dis¬ 
agreement over the sharing 


of seats. Accusing the JJP of 
“inappropriate attitude”, 
Ms. Mayawati said her party 
would go it alone. 

JJP leader and former Hi- 
sar MP Dushyant Chautala, 
in a tweet later, said that his 
party believed in strengthen¬ 
ing the BSP, its leadership 
and workers and even of¬ 
fered them 40 seats in the 
90-member Assembly. He 
said that his party would 
contest all the 90 seats and 
form the government of the 
farmers and the poor. 

The leaders of the two 
parties had announced the 
alliance on August 11 at a 
press conference in Delhi. 


JJP and BSP had contested 
the Lok Sabha election ear¬ 
lier this year separately in al¬ 
liance with the Aam Aadmi 
Party and the Loktantra Su- 
raksha Party respectively, 
but both parties had ended 
the ties after the election due 
to dismal performance. Both 
alliances had failed to win 
even a single seat. Before the 
Lok Sabha election, the BSP 
had contested the Jind by¬ 
poll in January this year in an 
alliance with the INLD. 

The break-up might help 
Congress, which is looking 
for revival in Haryana after 
the change in leadership ear¬ 
lier this week.

The State Cabinet on Friday 
decided to rename Hyderabad 
Karnataka region, comprising 
six districts, as "Kalyana 
Karnataka". With this, the 
term Hyderabad Karnataka 
will be replaced with Kalyana 
Karnataka in all government 
records, and the Hyderabad 
Karnataka Regional 
Development Board will be 
renamed Kalyana Karnataka 
Regional Development Board.

NEW DELHI 

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day gave the authorities con¬ 
cerned time till September 
20 to demolish the illegal 
apartment blocks at Maradu 
municipality in Kerala’s Er- 
nakulam district for violating 
the Coastal Regulation Zone 
(CRZ) norms. 

A Bench of Justices Arun 
Mishra and M. R. Shah di¬ 
rected the Kerala Chief Se¬ 
cretary to be present in the 
courtroom during the next 
hearing on September 23. 
The court declined a plea by 
Kerala government counsel 
G. Prakash to give the State at 
least four weeks to comply 
with the order. 

e Not a day more’ 

“Not a day more. Ten days is 
enough... Your State is 
known for not following the 
orders of this court. Do not 
disobey our order. We know 
what is happening and what 
you people are doing. Tell 


your Chief Secretary to be 
present here,” Justice Mishra 
said. 

The Bench had recently 
refused a plea by residents of 
the flats for a rethink, saying 
the order to raze the flats 
where over 400 families stay 
is both detailed and clear. 

On May 8, the Bench led 
by Justice Mishra had or¬ 
dered that the flats be demol¬ 
ished within a month. Ho¬ 
wever, on June 10 the 
residents approached anoth¬ 
er vacation Bench of the 
court led by Justice Indira 
Banerjee to get a stay. The re¬ 
sidents complained that they 
were not heard by Justice 
Mishra’s Bench before the 
demolition order was 
passed. 

A livid Justice Mishra 
called the act of the residents 
to pit the order of one Bench 
against another an “absolute 
fraud” committed on the 
court. The judge even threa¬ 
tened contempt against the 
lawyers involved. The resi¬ 


dents eventually withdrew 
their plea. 

The builders had argued 
that the Supreme Court-ap¬ 
pointed three-member com¬ 
mittee did not give them a 
proper hearing on the show- 
cause notice pertaining to 
violations and, therefore, the 
demolition order violated 
their fundamental right. 
They alleged that the court 
was misled by the Kerala 


Coastal Zone Management 
Authority (KCZMA) into 
passing the May 8 decision. 

The three-member pa¬ 
nel’s report had concluded 
that the buildings fell within 
the CRZ-III limits. The com¬ 
mittee stated that as per the 
CRZ notification of 1991 and 
the Kerala Coastal Zone Man¬ 
agement Plan of 1996, the 
area in question came under 
CRZ III. As per the CRZ notifi¬ 


cation of 1991, no construc¬ 
tion was permitted within 
200 metres from the coastal 
line in CRZ III. 

They had submitted that 
the KCZMA hid a vital fact 
from the court - that is, a 
more recent Coastal Zone 
Management Plan (CZMP) 
prepared pursuant to a 2011 
CRZ notification was ap¬ 
proved by the Ministry of En¬ 
vironment and Forests 
(MoEF) on February 28, 
2019, by which the Maradu 
area of Ernakulam was cate¬ 
gorised under CRZ-II. 

The May 8 judgment had 
blamed the “devastating ef¬ 
fects” of unbridled construc¬ 
tion activities in eco-sensi- 
tive areas with natural water 
flow. 

It said illegal construc¬ 
tions on river shores and 
“unscrupulous trespass” in¬ 
to the natural path of back¬ 
waters led to natural calami¬ 
ties such as those seen in the 
recent floods in Tamil Nadu, 
Kerala and Uttarakhand.

An August 27 order of the 
Supreme Court records that 
the Kerala government 
counsel has submitted that 
the State is preparing a sep¬ 
arate law to administer the 
Sabarimala Ayyappa 
temple. 

However, G. Prakash, 
Standing Counsel for Kerala 
in the Supreme Court, clari¬ 
fied to The Hindu on Friday 
that the new legislation 
would cover not just the Sa¬ 
barimala temple, but all 
temples coming under the 
Travancore Devaswom 
Board in Kerala. 

There are over 150 tem¬ 
ples, including the Sabari¬ 
mala temple, administered 
by the Board. 

Mr. Prakash said the oral 
submission from the State 
came during the hearing of 
a case, Revathi Nal P. Rama- 
varma Raja versus State of 


Kerala, before a Bench led 
by Justice N.V. Ramana on 
August 27. 

In its short order, the 
court recorded that the 
“learned counsel appearing 
on behalf of the respondent, 
State of Kerala, submits that 
the State is considering 
enacting a separate legisla¬ 
tion with regard to the admi¬ 
nistration of the Sabarimala 
Sree Ayyappa Swamy 
Temple.” 

Mr. Prakash said, “We are 
making a new legislation for 
all temples under the Tra¬ 
vancore Devaswom Board, 
which includes Sabarimala. 
This legislation is in the final 
stages of drafting and con¬ 
cerns administration of the 
temples.” 

Mr. Prakash clarified that 
the legislation has “nothing 
whatsoever to do about the 
issue of entry of women 
worshippers into the Sabari¬ 
mala temple.”

SC slams Kerala HC for ‘tinkering’

Leaders of various political 
parties and Hindu outfits on 
Friday condemned carvings 
of the Telangana Rashtra Sa- 
mithi (TRS), including Chief 
Minister K. Chandrasekhar 
Rao and party symbol, on 
the pillars of the Sri Lakshmi 
Narasimha Swamy temple at 
Yadagirigutta. 

The popular shrine, under 
renovation, became a hot¬ 
bed of controversy when pic¬ 
tures and videos of the carv¬ 
ings went viral on social me¬ 
dia, spurring reactions. 

The Krishna sila or black 
granite pillars of the temple 


bore carvings of national 
leaders like Mahatma Gand¬ 
hi, Jawaharlal Nehru and In¬ 
dira Gandhi, the Charminar, 
the State emblem of Telanga¬ 
na, and those depicting Te¬ 
langana culture. 

Objections arose to the 
carvings of those of at least a 
dozen schemes and flagship 
programmes of the TRS go¬ 
vernment. KCR Kits, Haritha 
Haaram and Mission Bhagi- 
ratha are a few of them that 
became an eyesore to many. 

The carvings of the TRS 
supremo and Chief Minister 
and the party symbol ‘Am¬ 
bassador car” on the pillars 
of the Ashtabhuja mandap

drew most criticism. 

“The temple is free of any 
political affiliation and be¬ 
longs to everyone. It is not 


the property of the TRS,” 
Goshamahal BJP legislator 
Thakur Raja Singh Lodh, the 
first to react, said in a video 
release. 

But whether there was 
nod for the controversial 
carvings by the Yadadri Tem¬ 
ple Development Authority 
(YTDA), of which Mr. Rao is 
chairman, remained un¬ 
clear. With the news spread¬ 
ing fast, several Congress, 
BJP and CPI activists reached 
Yadagirigutta by afternoon, 
but they were restrained by a 
posse of police. 

In the evening, protesting 
members of the BJP, Hindu 
Vahini, the Vishwa Hindu 
Parishad and other affiliates 
climbed atop the mandap 
and raised slogans against 
KCR and the TRS. 


Mr. Raja Singh Lodh called 
for a mass protest at the tem¬ 
ple site on Saturday. 

YTDA’s clarification 

Meanwhile, the YTDA has 
admitted to the presence of 
images of the Chief Minister, 
party symbol and some go¬ 
vernment schemes in the 
sculptures being carved for 
the outer periphery (‘baahya 
praakaaram’) of the temple. 

However, it claimed that 
they were carved by the 
sculptors on their own and 
no instructions were given to 
them. Chief Executive Officer 
G. Kishan Rao said: “We will 
remove the images of KCR if 
they are so objectionable.” 
He, however, justified the 
other images as they depict 
present day life.

Supreme Court judge Justice 
Arun Mishra lashed out at 
the Kerala High Court for 
passing an interim order on 
March 8 in the Malankara 
Church spat, which effec¬ 
tively undercuts a 2017 judg¬ 
ment of the Supreme Court 
resolving the dispute. 

A visibly annoyed Justice 
Mishra on Friday called it 
“the heights of judicial indis¬ 
cipline” and “tinkering” 
with the Supreme Court 
udgment. The SC judge oral¬ 
ly told the lawyers for the 


parties “tell your judges in 
Kerala that they are part of 
India.” 

The Supreme Court 
Bench later disposed of the 
plea filed by Father Isaac 
Mattemmel Cor Episcopa, 
the Vicar of St Mary’s Ortho¬ 
dox Syrian Church, against 
the High Court order. 

Disposes of suit 

The Supreme Court further 
disposed of the suit pending 
before the High Court effec¬ 
tively in favour of the Ortho¬ 
dox faction in line with its Ju¬ 
ly 2017 judgment. 


The Orthodox faction had 
filed a suit in the Kerala High 
Court to restrain the Jaco¬ 
bites from conducting ser¬ 
vices and religious adminis¬ 
tration of the Kandanad 
Church in Ernakulam 
district. 

The High Court, in its in¬ 
terim order on March 8, al¬ 
lowed the Jacobite priests to 
conduct services on alter¬ 
nate weeks. It is on this the 
Orthodox faction ap¬ 
proached the SC, saying the 
High Court’s order was con¬ 
tradicting the Supreme 
Court judgment of 2017. 


Chennai to get Krishna 
water from October

NELLORE 

With the Somasila reservoir 
in Andhra Pradesh filling up 
fast in the wake of fresh 
floods in the Krishna, the 
parched metropolis of 
Chennai can expect to get its 
quota of Krishna water from 
early next month. 

The discharge from Al- 
matti and Narayanpur dams 
in the upper riparian State 
of Karnataka was stepped 
up to a huge 1.74 lakh cusecs 
and 1.87 lakh cusecs on Fri¬ 
day respectively in the wake 
of copious rains in the catch¬ 
ment areas, as a result of 
which the storage in Srisai- 
lam and Nagarjunasagar in 
Andhra Pradesh went up to 
180 tmcft and 299 tmcft feet 
respectively. 

Inflow doubles 

With the Veligodu Balancing 
Reservoir in Penna basin al¬ 
most full, the Somasila re¬ 
servoir in Nellore district is 
also getting filled quickly as 


the inflows doubled to over 
15,317 cusecs on Friday. As a 
result, storage went up to 
25.96 tmcft. 

“We expect discharge 
from the Pothireddypadu to 
go up to 48,000 cusecs in 
the coming days. Somasila 
reservoir can be expected to 
reach the full capacity of 78 
tmcft by early next month,” 
Nellore Circle Irrigation Su¬ 
perintendent B.S.V. Prasada 
Rao told The Hindu. 

“Once the storage touch¬ 
es the 35 tmcft mark in So¬ 
masila reservoir in a week 
or so, Krishna water will be 
released to Kandaleru and 
after building storage to 
meet the drinking water 
needs of Tirupati, water will 
be released to Chennai 
probably in the first week or 
second week of October,” 
sources in the Telugu Ganga 
project said. Chennai is en¬ 
titled to 12,000 mcft under 
the Telugu Ganga Project af¬ 
ter accounting for seepage 
and evaporation losses.

They have 
tried to propagate the values 
espoused by the Ramayana 
and their work is now li¬ 
censed by the British Air¬ 
ways. 

London-based brothers, 
Shreyas Pulle and Ayur 
Pulle, have created a one- 
hour audiobook “Ramayana: 
An Ancient Indian Epic” that 
introduces the epic to non- 
Indians and gives the Indian 
listeners a refreshing per¬ 
spective. It all started when 
Ayur’s Jewish-dominated 



school in London asked him 
to perform an Indian play 
where he played the charac¬ 



ter of Hanuman. Ramayana’s 
characters struck to him and 
coming from a traditional In¬ 



dian family the growing in¬ 
terest was natural, says Ay¬ 
ur’s mother Neelima 
Penumarthy. 

Simplified version 

His elder brother Shreyas 
then teamed up to create a 
simplified version of the 
complex classic and decided 
to go the audio way to reach 
out to people. The simple 
language added with flawless 
narration and smooth adop¬ 
tion of the characters makes 
it further interesting, even 
for those newly introduced 
to the Ramayana. 

The audiobook gained 
popularity in British circles 
and was judged one of the 
best in its segment. To their 
delight, the British Airways 
has licensed it to place it on 
its in-flight entertainment 
until 2028. 

The English narrative is 
now translated into Hindi 



with the help of Hindi teach¬ 
er and students at the Ken- 
driya Vidyalaya, Uppal, and 
also to Telugu by the mater¬ 
nal grandmother of the 
brothers. Ms. Neelima says 
the Hindi version of the au¬ 
diobook has been recorded 
with six students from 10th 
and 12th class of Kendriya Vi¬ 
dyalaya, Uppal No 1, where 
she studied.

Telangana Chief Minister K. 
Chandrasekhar Rao has in¬ 
itiated a series of measures 
to speed up the supply of 
urea to various districts. 

He instructed the Minis¬ 
ters and the officials to en¬ 
sure that adequate quantity 
would reach all villages to 
meet the farmers’ require¬ 
ment. 

In the next three to four 
days, supply should be in¬ 
creased to meet the de¬ 
mand. The stocks lying in 
ports should be immediately 
lifted and transported by 
trains and lorries and sup¬ 
plied directly to the villages 
without keeping them at the 


stock points. About one lakh 
tonnes of urea should reach 
all areas in the next three to 
four days, he said. 

Mr. Rao held a review 
meeting on the supply of fer¬ 
tilizers here on Friday. He in¬ 
structed the Agriculture and 
the Transport Ministers and 
officers to monitor the situa¬ 
tion till the urea from va¬ 
rious ports reached Telanga¬ 
na. 

In the light of farmers 
turning restive, the Chief Mi¬ 
nister spoke to SCR officials 
and requested 25 special 
goods trains for transport of 
urea stocks lying in various 
ports. The stocks should be 
loaded expeditiously into 
goods trains to reach Jagi- 


tyal, Mancherial, Adilabad, 
Peddapalli, Warangal, Mah- 
bubabad, Karimnagar, Sa- 
nathnagar, Khammam, 
Kothagudem, Jadcherla, 
Thimmapur and other rail¬ 
way stations directly. The 
Railway authorities respond¬ 
ed positively and agreed to 
allot 25 rakes and send them 
to various ports. Each rake 
would transport 2,600 
tonnes of urea and through 
trains alone 60,000 tonnes 
of urea would reach various 
districts. 

Besides, Mr. Rao decided 
to deploy 3,000 to 4,000 
lorries from Telangana and 
Andhra Pradesh for tran¬ 
sporting urea from various 
ports.

‘Make attack on doctors a penal offence’ 


Supreme Court has directed the Centre to respond to a petition seeking a separate law 

Doctors quit 
Assam estate

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day directed the Centre to 
respond to a plea to make 
violence committed against 
doctors and medical person¬ 
nel and establishments a 
separate penal offence. 

A Bench led by Justice N.V. 
Ramana issued notice to the 
Centre to reply to a petition 
filed by the Tamil Nadu 
chapter of the Association of 
Healthcare Providers (India), 
through its president. Dr. S. 
Gurushankar and Dr. B. Kan- 
nan, seeking immediate and 
necessary action against 
those indulging in violence 
against medical profession¬ 
als, medicare service and 
causing damage to clinical 
establishments. 

The petition, settled by se¬ 
nior advocate K. Subrama- 


nian and drawn and filed by 
E.C. Agrawala, said police 
hardly swung into action to 
prevent incidents of violence 
or protect the medical com¬ 
munity. The medical frater¬ 
nity had become demoral¬ 
ised by the increasing 
number of attacks on them. 
This was one of the reasons 
why doctors avoided serving 
in rural areas. “Unless such 
attacks are checked, there 
will be serious repercussions 
on patient care,” the petition 
said. 

‘Isolated, vulnerable’ 

Violence against doctors was 
unacceptable and needed to 
be condemned. Small and 
medium private healthcare 
establishments formed the 
bulwark of the healthcare 
sector. They were, however, 
isolated and vulnerable to

violence. The Prevention of 
Violence Against Medicare 
Persons and Institutions Act- 
s,which have been notified in 
19 States in the past 10 years, 
have failed to address the is¬ 
sue, the plea said. 


The punishment for com¬ 
mitting violence against the 
medical fraternity should be 
either three years to five 
years' imprisonment or a 
fine of minimum ^25,000 
upto one lakh, the plea said. 


Craniopagus twins head home 

A major achievement for the country, says Union Health Minister Harsh Vardhan

India’s only successfully sep¬ 
arated craniopagus twins 
from Odisha - Jagga and Ba¬ 
lia - were discharged from 
the All India Institute of Med¬ 
ical Science (AIIMS) here on 
Friday, two years after they 
were admitted, operated 
and started on rehabilitation 
at the hospital. 

Union Health Minister 
Harsh Vardhan said: “This is 
a major achievement for the 
country. This is the rarest of 
the rare surgery and it can 
be called AIIMS Delhi Jagga 
and Balia craniopagus 
surgery.” 

He said this was the first 
successful craniopagus con¬ 
joined twin separation sur¬ 
gery from India wherein 
both the children had 
survived. 

“Worldwide only 10-15 
children have survived after 
surgical separation of this 
condition in the last 50 
years. All modern adjuncts

Bear hug 


India’s push to ‘Act Far East’ strengthens 
relations with traditional ally Russia 

U nveiling the Russian edition of India’s ‘Look 
East, Act East’ policy, Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi pledged on Thursday to extend a $1 billion 
Line of Credit to Russia’s Far East region (RFE). Speak¬ 
ing at the Eastern Economic Forum in Vladivostok, set 
up by Russian President Vladimir Putin to attract invest¬ 
ment to the farthest outlying East Siberian and Arctic- 
pole areas of the country, Mr. Modi said that the an¬ 
nouncement of the LOC, expected to help finance In¬ 
dian business projects in the region, will be the 
“take-off point for Act Far East”, and will further streng¬ 
then bilateral ties. Mr. Modi’s visit saw several initiatives 
being launched towards increasing the value of eco¬ 
nomic ties between the two countries, which, at ap¬ 
proximately $10 billion in terms of bilateral trade, lags 
far behind their strategic partnership and defence rela¬ 
tionship. In the past year alone, India has contracted 
defence deals worth about $14.5 billion from Russia. 
Chief among the 50 agreements signed this week were 
those on energy exploration and procurement, includ¬ 
ing a specific MoU on cooperation on LNG supplies to 
India, and a maritime route from Vladivostok to Chen¬ 
nai which will be used for energy trade as well. The two 
sides also agreed on a five-year ‘roadmap’ for coopera¬ 
tion on prospecting for hydrocarbons and LNG in the 
Far East and the Arctic, building on a history of Indian 
investment in oilfields in the region. 

Beyond the bilateral aspect, the PM’s pivot to Russia’s 
Far East has far-reaching strategic implications. The 
emphasis on energy from this region is as much a bid to 
benefit from explorations and trade routes in the Arctic 
that are becoming accessible due to global warming, as 
it is reflective of India’s desire to diversify its energy 
sources away from an unstable West Asia. The invest¬ 
ment in the Far East, which is often neglected given that 
Russia is seen as a European power in the post-Soviet 
era, also underlines India’s desire to draw Russia into its 
strategic forays in the Indo-Pacific. The government has 
said it welcomes cooperation with other countries for 
investments in RFE, notably Japan, which has in the 
past few years warmed up to Russia, despite their bitter 
territorial dispute in the region. This interest is seen as 
India’s attempt to not only keep a traditional friend 
close, but to ensure some space in the current clinch 
between Russia and China. China’s cross-border invest¬ 
ment in RFE accounts for 71% of the total direct foreign 
investment of $33 billion. Above all, the push to ‘Act Far 
East’ allows India to demonstrate its commitment to an 
area of concern for Moscow, thus reassuring its tradi¬ 
tional partner that in an increasingly polarised world, 
India is confident of working with multiple alignments, 
even if they are at cross purposes with each other. 


Easing the pressure 

The best response to the Elong Kong 
discontent will be a policy of accommodation 

T he withdrawal on Wednesday of Hong Kong’s 
controversial extradition Bill, which intended to 
hand over suspected criminal offenders to other 
jurisdictions, has raised hopes for a welcome, even if 
temporary, pause in tensions. The reversal has bought 
Beijing, which had begun mobilising paramilitary forc¬ 
es in neighbouring Shenzhen city, time to deal with the 
political and economic fallout from the intensifying 
protests. All the same, the decision by Carrie Lam, the 
city’s Chief Executive, has infused momentum to the 
pro-democracy campaign that is coming to be referred 
to as the ‘Water Revolution’. While Ms. Lam dithered 
and delayed a decision for nearly three months, the 
protesters expanded their charter of demands, in effect 
to question the ‘One Country, Two Systems’ policy. 
Their calls for a judicial investigation into the govern¬ 
ment’s handling of the crisis and alleged police violence 
are bound to grow louder after the roll-back of the infa¬ 
mous Bill. But the most potent of them all, perhaps, is 
the right to universal suffrage, which was originally 
championed under Hong Kong’s 2014 umbrella move¬ 
ment, but effectively neutered by the government. The 
demand will doubtless prove pivotal to the current 
campaign. But a genuine exercise of the franchise may 
also be among the last concessions protesters are likely 
to extract from Beijing any time soon. 

President Xi Jinping would be acutely aware of the 
implications of major loosening of policy as the 2047 
expiry of Hong Kong’s special status approaches. The 
risks are no less of possible spillover effects in Taiwan, 
whose government is wedded to independence from 
China. The ‘Water Revolution’ has so far managed to 
broaden its appeal among millions, transcending social 
classes and across different generations. As with other 
recent political uprisings, building a cohesive leader¬ 
ship and strategy might turn out to be its biggest chal¬ 
lenge. In a sign of the unstable economic and business 
environment ahead, Hong Kong’s GDP growth in the 
previous quarter was the slowest since the financial cri¬ 
sis. Fitch, the credit ratings agency, on Friday lowered 
Hong Kong’s ranking from AA+ to AA, even as it under¬ 
scored the city’s strong financial buffers. Given its posi¬ 
tion as Asia’s leading financial hub, prolonged uncer¬ 
tainty in Hong Kong can aggravate the current harm to 
global trade from the escalating tensions between Chi¬ 
na and the U.S. Mr. Xi has embarked on an aggressive 
policy aimed at China’s economic, technological and 
strategic dominance. His stance vis-a-vis Hong Kong 
will provide important clues to the political dimension 
of that approach. The current discontent, however, 
poses a far more immediate challenge. An accommoda¬ 
tive policy might serve the best overall interest. 



Calls of duty that’ll hurt the U.S. economy 


The Trump administration’s latest set of tariffs, and China’s retaliatory levies, take the world closer to a slowdown

O ver the past few weeks, the 
trade war between the U.S. 
and China has seen a signif¬ 
icant escalation. On August 20, the 
U.S. administration notified its de¬ 
cision to impose 15% tariffs, in two 
phases, on imports valued at $300 
billion. The latest round of tariff 
increases implies that the country 
has imposed tariffs on almost all of 
its product imports from China, 
totalling nearly $540 billion in 
2018. Pharmaceutical imports are 
the only major exception. 

Immediately after the U.S. ad¬ 
ministration issued the notifica¬ 
tion, China announced additional 
tariffs on more than 5,000 pro¬ 
ducts imported from the U.S. va¬ 
lued at $75 billion. The sensitive 
sectors of agriculture and forestry 
were targeted. Tariffs were also 
hiked for the first time on crude 
oil. On September 2, China raised 
the ante further by initiating a dis¬ 
pute in the World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion (WTO) against the U.S.’s un¬ 
ilateral tariff increases. 

Earlier, the U.S. administration 
had targeted China primarily for 
what it perceived to be violations 
by the latter of intellectual proper¬ 
ty rights (IPRs) of American com¬ 
panies. The administration’s argu¬ 
ment was that Beijing was forcing 
these companies to transfer their 
proprietary technologies. In fact, 
on this issue, the U.S. became the 
judge and the jury by indicting 
China for indulging in “forced 
technology transfer” and then 


bringing penal provisions against 
its imports using the provisions of 
the Trade Act of 1974. The provi¬ 
sions of this Act (like Section 301) 
allow the U.S. to “investigate” any 
country which, in its opinion, has 
violated IPRs of American compa¬ 
nies. If found “guilty”, the violat¬ 
ing countries can be sanctioned 
with trade retaliation. The tariff in¬ 
creases against Chinese products 
were tantamount to trade retalia¬ 
tion. It needs to be further men¬ 
tioned here that Section 301 ac¬ 
tions are a violation of WTO rules 
as disputes must be resolved by 
the organisation’s dispute settle¬ 
ment mechanism. 

‘Currency manipulator’ label 

However, while triggering the 
most recent escalation, the U.S. 
administration not only violated 
the spirit of multilateralism, it also 
shifted the goalposts. This time, 
the action was triggered when the 
U.S. Secretary of Treasury, Steven 
Mnuchin, invoked the provisions 
of Section 3004 of the Omnibus 
Trade and Competitiveness Act. 
This Section authorises the Trea¬ 
sury Secretary to examine wheth¬ 
er the U.S.’s trade partners are ma¬ 
nipulating the “rate of exchange 
for purposes of preventing effec¬ 
tive balance of payments adjust¬ 
ments or gaining unfair competi¬ 
tive advantage in international 
trade”. 

Earlier, Mr. Mnuchin had in Au¬ 
gust called the U.S.’s largest trade 
partner a “currency manipula¬ 
tor”, the first time Washington 
used the label against any country 
since 1994. Mr. Mnuchin’s determi¬ 
nation was based on a report pre¬ 
sented to the U.S. Congress last 
year that concluded that China’s 
“exchange rate practices continue 


to lack transparency, including its 
intervention in foreign exchange 
markets”, although it found that 
“direct intervention in foreign ex¬ 
change markets by the People’s 
Bank of China” over the past sever¬ 
al months was limited. Beijing was 
targeted for the “long history of fa¬ 
cilitating an undervalued currency 
through protracted, large-scale in¬ 
tervention in the foreign exchange 
market,” said the Department of 
Treasury. 

The latest action by the Trump 
administration raises at least two 
sets of issues. The first concerns its 
pursuit of unilateralism, an anath¬ 
ema in the post-War economic go¬ 
vernance framework underlined 
by the principles of multilateral¬ 
ism. Since the coming of the 
Trump Administration, the U.S. 
has repeatedly undermined these 
principles. The country has chal¬ 
lenged the framework of multilat- 
erally agreed rules in two ways - 
first by not allowing WTO mem¬ 
bers to conduct negotiations so 
that the rules respond to the needs 
of the members, especially the 
lesser developed countries; and 
second, by making the dispute set¬ 
tlement mechanism non-function- 


al. A critical component of the dis¬ 
pute settlement mechanism is the 
Appellate Body, which needs se¬ 
ven members to function effective¬ 
ly. But the U.S. administration has 
refused to allow retiring members 
of the Appellate Body to be re¬ 
placed by new members, and this 
has brought the dispute settle¬ 
ment mechanism to the brink. 

Second, nearly a year and a half 
after the trade war was officially 
announced in Washington, one 
question that begs an answer is: 
Have the American people gained 
anything from the exertions of the 
administration? Are there any 
signs that President Trump’s vi¬ 
sion of ‘Making America Great 
Again’ is gaining further traction? 

Small impact on trade deficit 

We will consider the pattern of 
trade flows over the past year to 
see if tariffs were able to reduce 
U.S.’s dependence on China. In 
2018, almost nine months of 
which saw the trade war playing 
out, the U.S.’s trade deficit vis-a-vis 
China reached a record high of ov¬ 
er $419 billion, nearly 12% higher 
than that in the previous year and 
the steepest increase since 2010. 


In the last five months of 2018, 
when the tariffs were introduced 
by both countries, the trade deficit 
was $196 billion, 15% higher than 
that in the corresponding period 
in 2017. In other words, the tariffs 
did not reduce the deficit. In the 
first half of the current year, the 
U.S.’s trade deficit reduced by 
about 10% and while imports from 
China declined by $31 billion, ex¬ 
ports to China also declined by $12 
billion. Thus, the U.S. was not left 
untouched by the trade war. 

There is hardly any doubt that 
the latest round of tariff increases 
would hurt the U.S. economy even 
more since China has targeted 
agriculture and crude oil, two of 
the most sensitive sectors. An im¬ 
pact on these sectors could adver¬ 
sely affect President Trump politi¬ 
cally because people and 
companies associated with these 
areas are among the President’s 
major funders. Further, since the 
current round of tariffs target pro¬ 
ducts like garments, toothbrush¬ 
es, footwear, toys and video 
games, the U.S.’s consumer goods 
markets would be impacted quite 
considerably. Clearly, the adminis¬ 
tration is worried about the price 
increases following the imposition 
of tariffs on some of these goods, a 
reason it has postponed the tariff 
increases until after the Christmas 
purchases. 

The timing of the latest escala¬ 
tion could not have been worse; it 
could bring the global economy 
closer to an economic slowdown, 
much earlier than its predicted on¬ 
set in 2020.

Empowering primary care practitioners 

It is important to reclaim health care from ivory tower structures called ‘hospitals’ and incentivise general practitioners

W hat is special about Japan 
in the context of health¬ 
care services is that it 
managed to contain the clout of 
specialists in its health-care sys¬ 
tem and accorded a prominent 
voice to its primary care practi¬ 
tioners (PCP) in its decision-mak¬ 
ing processes. 

Hospitals, for the early part of 
Japan’s history with modern medi¬ 
cine, catered only to an affluent 
few. The government limited the 
funding of hospitals, restricting 
them to functions like training of 
medical students and isolation of 
infectious cases. Reciprocal con¬ 
nections between doctors in priv¬ 
ate clinics and hospitals were for¬ 
bidden, thwarting the possibility 
of the two groups creating a strong 
nexus; on the other hand, a sturdy 
lobby of clinic-based PCPs evolved 
to tip the balance in favour of 
primary health care. The Japanese 
Social Health Insurance was im¬ 
plemented in 1927, and the Japa¬ 
nese Medical Association (JMA), 
then dominated by PCPs, was the 
main player in negotiating the fee 
schedule. 

In India, on the contrary, a hos¬ 
pital-oriented, technocentric mo¬ 
del of health care took early roots. 


Building urban hospitals through 
public investment enjoyed prima¬ 
cy over strengthening community- 
based, primary health care. Along¬ 
side this, a private sector with 
rampant, unregulated dual-prac¬ 
tice system (doctors practising in 
both public and private sectors si¬ 
multaneously) flourished. This al¬ 
lowed doctors to constitute a po¬ 
werful group held together by 
coherent interests. This influential 
doctors’ community, which saw a 
lucrative future in super-specialty 
medicine, buttressed the techno¬ 
centric approach, which also hap¬ 
pened to concur with the tastes of 
the affluent and the middle class. 
This trajectory of events has had 
an enormous impact on the pre¬ 
sent-day Indian health care. 

Focus on hospitalisation 

While the well-to-do section has al¬ 
ways rooted for ‘high-tech’ medi¬ 
cal care, this preference has now 
trickled down to even the subal¬ 
tern section, which lacks the whe¬ 
rewithal to pay for such interven¬ 
tions. Colossal health insurance 
schemes like Ayushman Bharat 
that harp on providing insurance 
to the poor largely for private hos¬ 
pitalisation - when the most im¬ 
poverishing expenses are incurred 
on basic medical care - are at least 
partly influenced by the passion¬ 
ate popular demand for the so- 
called high-quality medical care 
and bespeak the deformity in the 
health-care system today. 

The way this has affected medi¬ 



cal manpower and its dynamics al¬ 
so warrants attention. It took 37 
years after the landmark Bhore 
Committee report (1946), which 
highlighted the need for a ‘social 
physician’ as a key player in India’s 
health system, to finally recognise 
family medicine as a separate spe¬ 
ciality - and another decade and a 
half to actuate a postgraduate resi¬ 
dency in family medicine. 

The highest professional body 
representing doctors in this coun¬ 
try, the Medical Council of India 
(MCI), itself came to be dominated 
by specialists with no representa¬ 
tion from primary care. There is a 
proposal to replace the MCI with a 
National Medical Commission 
(NMC) but the situation is unlikely 
to be much different with the new 
organisation. 

The current opposition to train¬ 
ing mid-level providers under the 
NMC Act 2019 is another example 
of how the present power struc¬ 


ture is inimical to primary health 
care. Despite the presence of evi¬ 
dence proving that practitioners of 
modern medicine (say medical as¬ 
sistants) trained through short¬ 
term courses, like those of a 2-3 
year duration, can greatly help in 
providing primary health care to 
the rural population, any such 
proposal in India gets robustly op¬ 
posed by the orthodox allopathic 
community. Proposals to train 
practitioners of indigenous sys¬ 
tems of medicine, like Ayurveda, 
in modern medicine are also met 
with similar opposition. 

Such medical assistants, and 
non-allopathic practitioners, have 
time and again been written-off as 
‘half-baked quacks’ who would on¬ 
ly endanger the health of the rural 
masses. Such criticism ignores the 
fact that nations like the U.K. and 
the U.S. are consistently training 
paramedics and nurses to become 
physician assistants or associates 
through two-year courses in mod¬ 
ern medicine. 

Examples of U.K., Japan 

Many countries, including the U.K. 
and Japan, have found a way 
around this by generously incenti- 
vising general practitioners (GPs) 
in both pecuniary and non-pecu- 
niary terms, and scrupulously de¬ 
signing a system that strongly fa¬ 
vours primary health care. What 
this careful nurturing has meant is 
that while a community of profes¬ 
sionals in our part of the world has 
thwarted positive change, profes¬ 


sionals of the same community in 
these countries have helped de¬ 
fend that very positive change. 

Three broad takeaways emerge. 
One, it is imperative to actively be¬ 
gin reclaiming health from the ivo¬ 
ry towers called ‘hospitals’. This 
could help in gradually changing 
the expectations of the layman 
and reversing the aspirations of 
medical professionals from being 
unduly oriented towards high- 
tech, super-specialty care. Given 
the current trends, however, this 
looks like a far-fetched possibility. 

Two, we need to find a way to 
adequately empower and ennoble 
PCPs and give them a prominent 
voice in our decision-making pro¬ 
cesses pertaining to health care. 
This can create a bastion of prim¬ 
ary health care professionals who 
can then fight to keep their en¬ 
clave unscathed. Three, a gate- 
keeping system is needed, and no 
one should be allowed to bypass 
the primary doctor to directly 
reach the specialist, unless situa¬ 
tions such as emergencies so war¬ 
rant. It is only because of such a 
system that general practitioners 
and primary health care have 
been able to thrive in U.K.’s health 
system. In view of the current re¬ 
surgence of interest in compre¬ 
hensive primary health care in In¬ 
dia, one earnestly hopes that these 
key lessons will be remembered.

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Wheels of misfortune 


The automobile industry is in the grip of an unprecedented crisis. The downturn in the economy has led to a dip in production and huge job losses across the 
country. Ashok Kumar, M. Soundariya Preetha and Sangeetha Kandavel report on the anxieties of the workers and the industry 


J uly was a difficult month for 28-year- 
old Rohit Rana. Since 2012, Rana 
had been employed in a diesel ma¬ 
chine shop at Maruti Suzuki’s Gurugram 
plant in Haryana. As the eldest of three 
siblings, it became Rana’s responsibility 
to take care of his father, a retired Delhi 
Transport Corporation employee, and 
his ailing mother. He had got his youn¬ 
ger sister and brother married off last 
year. His parents were looking for a 
bride for him. But their plans went as¬ 
kew when Rana, a contractual em¬ 
ployee, suddenly lost his job in July. 

Rana recalls how the contractor 
broke the news to him and about 40 
others on July 13. “We were asked to go 
on leave for three months,” he says. The 
contractor said that production had 
dipped due to the slowdown in the eco¬ 
nomy, and their leave period could be 
extended. “This came as a shock to us. 
Many of my co-workers have families to 
take care of. They live in rented houses. 
We lost our jobs without any prior inti¬ 
mation. Some of us had worked at the 
plant for over a decade,” says Rana. 

“I cannot go back to my parents and 
ask them to pay for my expenses,” says 
Rana. “I tried to look for a job at Maru- 
ti’s vendor companies in and around 
Gurugram, but I had no luck. Everyone 
spoke of the slowdown and said they 
were not hiring. In fact, there have been 
layoffs at vendor companies too, to cut 
costs.” Rana has now joined a BPO in 
Udyog Vihar. He gets about one-third of 
the salary he was earning at Maruti Su¬ 
zuki, which is barely enough to pay for 
his room rent at Mullahera village in Ha¬ 
ryana and meet his daily expenses. He is 
desperately hoping for a turnaround. 

Indefinite leave 

Across India, the automobile industry, 
employing about 3.7 crore people di¬ 
rectly and indirectly, has been caught in 
a downward spiral. This began in the 
last quarter of 2018-19 and has only 
been intensifying since. The slowdown, 
triggered by low consumer sentiment, 
non-availability of liquidity, and other 
factors, has led to job losses and low 
production. Even as the government 
scrambles to come up with solutions, 
workers who have been laid off are un¬ 
certain and anxious about their future. 

Bikram Singh, 26, has returned to his 
village in Punjab after being told in Au¬ 
gust by Maruti Suzuki to go on indefinite 
leave. He is yet to break the news to his 
parents. He has started searching for a 
new job, but he has little hope of earn¬ 
ing anything close to what he had been 
earning at Maruti Suzuki. “I had worked 
for almost seven years to get a salary of 
H5,000 per month. Even if I find a job, I 
will have to make a new beginning. I 
have a family to support, so I have to 
take whatever comes my way,” he says. 

Speaking on condition of anonymity, 
a senior official at Maruti Suzuki’s Guru- 
gram plant says the production of cars 
has reduced to almost half since July - 
from 60,000 to 30,000 vehicles per 
month. With demand only shrinking, 
the third assembly line of the plant has 
been shut, while the first assembly line 
is running on a single shift, he says. Typ¬ 
ically, a plant has three assembly lines 
and two shifts. The official says that 
700-odd contractual workers, who had 
been on the rolls of the company for a 
decade or so, were asked to go on leave. 

The Union General Secretary of Ma¬ 
ruti Udyog Kamgar, Kuldeep Janghu, 
says the union had suggested to the 
management that it should stop hiring 
temporary workers instead of sending 
contractual staff, who have been em¬ 
ployed for a long time, on leave. Tem¬ 
porary workers are typically hired for 
6-7 months. 

Production at the Gurugram plant 
dipped by 30-35% in July compared to 
25% in June. August was even worse, 
says a production department official. 

“It seems like we are heading towards 
a situation similar to what we saw in 
2000. At that time, production had re¬ 
duced to almost half, and the company 
was forced to introduce a voluntary re¬ 
tirement scheme to cut expenditure,” 
says Janghu. 

Cause of slowdown 

Parmeet Singh Sood, Managing Director 
of Climax Overseas Private Limited, 
concedes that the automotive industry, 
which has about 50% share in manufac¬ 
turing GDP, has been down for over six 
months due to reduction in demand. 
Climax Overseas is a tier-two supplier to 
several original equipment manufactur¬ 
ers including Maruti, Honda, Hero, 
Toyota and Tata. A manufacturer and 
supplier of all types of automotive com¬ 
ponents including track control arms, 
tie rod ends, ball joints and stabiliser 
links, Sood says the demand for these 
components has gone down by 25-30%, 
which he calls “humongous”. His com¬ 
pany has managed to stay afloat be¬ 
cause it has a sizeable share in the ex¬ 
port market, which has grown over the 
past one year. 

But though his company is not re¬ 
quired to send workers home, Sood has 
been running it on a tight leash. Cuts

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have been made in expenditure and no 
one is getting salary hikes. Sood says his 
peer groups discuss how they have been 
forced to “cut jobs by 10-15%”. There is 
no new demand, he says. 

Sood says that while the overall senti¬ 
ment in the market was positive when 
the BJP-led government came to power 
in 2014, and the ‘Make in India’ slogan 
infused confidence in manufacturing, 
demonetisation dealt a severe blow to 
the economy. “Since we have tradition¬ 
ally been a cash economy, scrapping 
high-value currency reduced cash-in- 
hand. This adversely impacted expendi¬ 
ture. Though cash has returned to the 
economy to some extent, it is still con¬ 
centrated in a few hands. This has kept 
demand low. The jobs lost during demo¬ 
netisation could not be fully restored. 
Sectors such as real estate, which em¬ 
ploy a large number of people, are still 
in a shambles. Soon, other sectors like 
retail and hospitality also started seeing 
a reduction in demand due to the cash 
crunch and job losses. The entire eco¬ 
nomy was impacted,” he says. Sood says 
the demand for small cars and two- 
wheelers was hit the most as there was 
low demand in the predominantly cash- 
driven rural economy. 

Maruti Suzuki Chairman R.C. Bharga- 
va rubbishes this view. He holds that de¬ 
monetisation and the Goods and Servic¬ 
es Tax are not responsible for the slump 
in the automotive sector. “There is no 
link at all,” he emphasises. Bhargava ar¬ 
gues that the cost of buying a car went 
up sharply due to other factors. “Impo¬ 
sition of safety regulations, increase in 
road tax, high interest rates, and low 
availability of finance all came together 
unfortunately,” he says. 

Bhargava says not a single permanent 
worker has been sent home despite the 
slowdown. He admits that the contracts 
of 3,000 workers that had expired have 
not been renewed. When asked about 
workers being sent on leave, he says he 
does not deal with “day-to-day affairs”. 
Bhargava refuses to comment on the fall 
in production. 

Though there are no official figures 
available on the number of jobs lost on 
account of the slowdown in the Guru- 
gram-Manesar-Bawal automotive belt, a 
member of the central committee of the 
Inqlabi Mazdoor Kendra, and labour 
rights activist, Shyambir Shukla, claims 
that at least 50,000 workers may have 
lost their jobs in more than 12 months. 
This is about 10% of the 5 lakh em¬ 
ployed in the 3,000-odd automotive un¬ 


its, which are mostly the ancillary units, 
of the three auto giants in the region - 
Maruti Suzuki India Limited, Hero Mo- 
toCorp, and Honda Motor Company. 

“Over the past year and more, 16 au¬ 
tomotive units have shut shop render¬ 
ing at least 20,000 workers jobless. 
With the three original equipment ma¬ 
nufacturers registering a fall in produc¬ 
tion to even 30%, their ancillary units 
have also felt the heat and lost business. 
When the Maruti Suzuki management 
accepts that it has not renewed the con¬ 
tract of 3,000 temporary workers, the 
loss of jobs across the ancillary units in 
the area is anyone’s guess,” says Shukla. 

Contractual workers hit 

The vice president of the Bellsonica Au¬ 
to Component India Employees Union, 
Ajit Singh, says the production of the 
company, which is a tier-1 supplier to 
Maruti Suzuki, has declined to almost 
30% over the last 10 months and 400 
contractual workers have been sent 
home. “We have filed a case in the la¬ 
bour department against the retrench¬ 
ment of the workers. The situation has 
worsened. Maruti’s announcement to 
shut down production for two days 
(September 7-9) is not a good sign eith¬ 
er,” he says. 

Only a little over a hundred automo¬ 
tive units in the region have workers’ 
unions. Layoffs in other factories have 
mostly gone unnoticed as companies 
are sending workers home in batches of 
10-20. Most of the retrenched workers 
who earned ^10,000-15,000 a month 
prefer to look for odd jobs instead of 
knocking at the doors of the labour 
courts or the labour department to fight 
a legal battle. 

According to the Gurugram District 
Industries Centre, there are 1,950 auto¬ 
motive units in the district employing 
62,300 permanent employees. Almost 
80% of the workers employed in the au-

tomotive sector in the region are con¬ 
tractual or temporary workers. 

The Haryana president of the Centre 
of Indian Trade Unions, Satbir Singh, 
says workers’ unions had compiled a 
charter of demands to their respective 
companies but these demands have not 
been addressed in a long time because 
of the slowdown. The layoffs and unmet 
demands have now led to protests in the 
region. 

Impact on the local economy 

To make matters worse, the job loss in 
the automotive sector has also hit the lo¬ 
cal economy of the villages in Gurugram 
and the Industrial Model Township 
(IMT) in Manesar, which depend mostly 
on the income from these workers. 
With the agricultural land of villages 
such as Kasan, Khoh, Naurangpur, 
Dhorka, Naharpur Kasan and Manesar 
having been acquired for the IMT or 
bought over by private builders, a vast 
majority of the villagers are now depen¬ 
dent on the migrant workers employed 
in the industrial units in the region. 

“The migrant workers from Bihar, 
Jharkhand and Uttar Pradesh are re¬ 
turning to their native places. This has 
hit the incomes of the local villagers as 
well. Even saloons, grocery shop own¬ 
ers, vegetable vendors and sweet shops 
in the area have registered a fall in the 
sales,” says Rakesh from Khoh village. 
Taxi owners have also lost business. 
“Earlier I got a business of tl-2 lakh per 
month from the ancillary units in Mane¬ 
sar. But that reduced to half in July and 
went down further in August. The auto¬ 
motive units have reduced the hiring of 
taxis for the visiting staff to cut costs. We 
were earlier hit by Ola and Uber. Now 
we have received yet another blow,” 
says Anil Handa, who runs a taxi service 
in Gurugram. 

Trouble down south 

The original equipment manufacturers 
in the Gurugram-Manesar-Bawal belt ac¬ 
count for around 50% of the cars and 
35% of the two-wheelers manufactured 
in India. Besides this belt, the automo¬ 
tive industry has two other main 
centres: Chennai in Tamil Nadu, where 
Ford Motor and Hyundai Motor plants 
are located, and Pune in Maharashtra, 
where Tata Motors and Fiat have plants.

In the manufacturing hub of Coimba¬ 
tore in Tamil Nadu, the slump in auto¬ 
mobile sales has hit foundries, workers, 
and engineering processing industries, 
among others, which all cater to the au¬ 
tomobile sector. The worst affected are 
the units that supply parts for heavy 
vehicles. 

At Pricol, a tier-one supplier to two¬ 
wheeler commercial vehicles and trac¬ 
tor manufacturers. Managing Director 
Vikram Mohan says the company is 
dealing with the blow by putting a 
freeze on hiring workers, cutting down 
on employee travels, using video confe¬ 
rences for meetings, and organising 
townhall meetings for workers. He says 
they now have block closures for three 
or four days a month in some produc¬ 
tion facilities. “We are also consolidat¬ 
ing our vendor base. In the next 12 
months, the plan is to jettison at least 
35% of the vendors so that the good 
ones can be strengthened. We would 
not have looked at these measures if the 
industry was doing well,” he says. Pricol 
is an electronics-oriented company and 
imports all its electronic requirements. 
“Compared to our planned sales, we are 
down 10%-15% every month,” he says.

About 40 workers, majority of them 
women, are busy inspecting the ma¬ 
chined parts at Indoshell Cast, a foun¬ 
dry, in Coimbatore. The buzz of air grin¬ 
ders and clank of metals at the 
inspection room is in sharp contrast to 
the silence in the adjacent despatch 
hall. Machined castings, packed in 
sacks, are stocked here, waiting to be 
picked up. “We usually despatch the fin¬ 
ished goods in 24 hours. But now 
buyers who placed orders are not taking 
the parts,” says an employee. 

Nearly 60% of the machined castings 
at Indoshell are for the automobile sec¬ 
tor. Managing Director J. Ganesh Kumar 
says production is down almost 40%. 
Since the auto sector saw growth in 
2018-2019, there was a push for expan¬ 
sion. But problems began in February- 
March. “We work only five days a week. 
The number of contract and casual 
workers has reduced. And we do not 
operate all the furnaces,” he says. The 
company used to employ 950 workers. 
Now there are 550. 

At Prim Engineering, production is 
just 15% for more than a month now. 
“We had 120 tonnes of components deli¬ 
vered to us. But we have been asked not 
to machine (process) these parts,” says 
M. Parthiban, one of the partners. 
“Since the parts were supplied to us, we 
had to bill it and pay 112 lakh GST on it,” 
adds R. Jayakumar, another partner.

called the ‘Detroit of Asia’, is facing one 
of its worst crises. Chennai has installed 
capacity to produce one car every 20 
seconds (three cars per minute) and one 
commercial vehicle every 90 seconds. 
Tamil Nadu accounted for 45% of India’s 
motor vehicles and cars exports in 2017- 
18. Chennai accounts for about 33% of 
India’s auto parts production. The three 
prominent auto clusters near Chennai - 
Sriperumbudur, Oragadam and Marai- 
malai Nagar - have shown several thou¬ 
sands of employees the door. Though 
auto and auto component firms have 
not published official numbers on the 
number of jobs lost, union members 
from various firms say that over 10,000 
workers, including contract workers, 
have been slowly and silently sent out. 

S. Kannan, President of the Centre of 
Indian Trade Unions, Kancheepuram 
district, claims that over 15,000 workers 
have been laid off till date. “There have 
been layoffs at Apollo Tyres, JK Tyres, 
Nissan, and Yamaha, among others. 
The Centre and the State governments 
have not dealt with this issue well.” 
Some compensation should be given to 
those who have lost their jobs, he adds. 

At the Yamaha plant, employees have 
been given all kinds of excuses to be laid 
off, says an employee, Suresh. “I was 
not well, so I slept for a while on the 
shop floor. I was asked to leave imme¬ 
diately,” he says. 

For Anand (name changed), this is his 
second job. He recalls that many auto 
firms came to Tamil Nadu in the early 
2000s. “Most of them hired people 
from in and around Kancheepuram. At 
that time, the local people here were en¬ 
gaged in weaving and handloom. When 
the auto firms offered lucrative salaries, 
good food, and transport to and from 
work, many youngsters dropped out of 
diploma courses and left their family 
businesses to join these firms.” 

While Hyundai Motor India Limited 
says it is “not considering layoffs of em¬ 
ployees or contract workers,” em¬ 
ployees at Apollo Tyres, which has a 
greenfield facility in Chennai, say many 
at the plant have lost jobs in the last 
month alone. None of them is willing to 
speak to the media, though. The spokes¬ 
person of Apollo Tyres says the “de¬ 
mand for tyres in the replacement mar¬ 
ket is still strong, but the slowdown in 
vehicle sales has resulted in lower de¬ 
mand from the original equipment ma¬ 
nufacturers”. The Ennore plant of Ash¬ 
ok Leyland has sent a notice to its 
employees on September 5 informing 
them that there will be ‘non-working’ 
days. This is a scary prospect for work¬ 
ers. “Those who left their family busi¬ 
nesses and joined these firms don’t 
know any other work other than han¬ 
dling and assembling cars,” says Anand. 
“Where will we look for jobs?”

They saw that Iranian-relat¬

Madras High Court 
Chief Justice to quit 


She had an impeccable re¬ 
cord of having been a judge 
for nearly two decades. 

Though she was due to 
retire from service on Oc¬ 
tober 2, 2020, the sudden 
transfer to a much smaller 
High Court upset her, she 
told them. Sources at the 
dinner told The Hindu that 
almost all High Court judges 
requested her to reconsider 
her decision to resign. 

“However, she was reso¬ 
lute and refused to budge. 
People could feel her pain. 
She said, her conscience 
was clear and that she 
would be leaving the institu¬ 
tion with the satisfaction of 
having performed well,” a 
source said. 

In the meantime, a sec¬ 
tion of lawyers practising in 
the Madras High Court shot 
off a representation to the 
Supreme Court stating that 
“these kind of arbitrary 
transfers whittle away the 
independence of the judici¬ 
ary and the confidence of 
judges.” 

The representation had 
been signed by advocates 
N.G.R. Prasad, G. Masilama- 
ni, R. Vaigai and 100 others. 

“To now transfer her to 
one of the smallest High 
Courts is nothing short of a 
punishment and a humilia¬ 
tion. It cannot be justified 
on the principle of adminis¬ 
trative interests, which is an 
expression that can be used 
in every case. It is ironical 
that a person of her seniori-

ty is being assigned to the 
smallest High Court. Any 
transfer should meet with 
an element of fairness but it 
is noticed, of late, that there 
appear to be no norms in 
the matter of transfer of 
judges,” the memorandum 
said. 

e No checks & balances’ 

Recalling the words of form¬ 
er Supreme Court judge V. 
Khalid that transfer could be 
a more dangerous weapon 
than dismissal, the lawyers 
said: “It is a matter of con¬ 
cern that there are no 
checks and balances in mat¬ 
ters of administration of jud¬ 
iciary. The style of function¬ 
ing of the collegium leaves 
one with the impression 
that the High Court is subor¬ 
dinate to the collegium. This 
affects the majesty of the 
High Courts and erodes 
their primacy of position in 
the constitutional scheme of 
things.” 

They requested the colle¬ 
gium to reconsider the 
transfer and ensure that the 
confidence of the Bar and 
the Bench and the litigant 
public “did not get eroded 
further.” 



SIT finds multiple lapses 
in Pehlu Khan case probe

The lapses detected by the 
team included an IO’s fai¬ 
lure to produce the video 
footage of the lynching inci¬ 
dent in a professional man¬ 
ner and the clearing of the 
suspects named by Khan in 
his dying declaration with¬ 
out solid evidence. 

Dairy farmer Khan, 55, 
and his sons were transport¬ 
ing cows, after purchasing 
them in a cattle fair in Jai¬ 
pur, to their hometown Nuh 
in Haryana on April 1, 2017, 
when they were waylaid 
near Behror on the Jaipur- 
Delhi national highway by 
self-styled cow vigilantes 
and assaulted after being ac¬ 
cused of smuggling the cat¬ 
tle. Khan died of his injuries 
in a hospital two days later. 

Video not certified 

Though a video of the inci¬ 
dent, shot on a mobile 
phone, had sparked nation¬ 
wide outrage, the court re¬ 
fused to treat it as admissi¬ 
ble evidence in the absence 
of its certification by the fo¬ 



rensic science laboratory 
and also because of the IO’s 
failure to seize the mobile 
phone and produce it in the 
court. 

The SIT has pointed out 
loopholes left by four IOs, 
who joined the probe at dif¬ 
ferent stages of investiga¬ 
tion. 

Six acquitted 

After the CID-CB gave a 
clean chit to the six persons 
named by Khan from his 
hospital bed, a new set of 
nine accused, three of them 
minors, were arraigned on 
the basis of the video of the 
attack. 

Six of these accused were 
acquitted by the sessions 
court, giving them the bene¬ 
fit of the doubt in view of the 
prosecution’s theory being 
“unreliable” and not suffi¬ 
cient to prove their involve¬ 
ment in the crime. The 
three minors are facing pro¬ 
ceedings as children in con¬ 
flict with law at the Juvenile 
Justice Board in Alwar. 



Respond to pleas against UAPA 
amendments, SC tells Centre 

Govt, now has unfettered powers to categorise a person as a terrorist: petitioners

The Supreme Court on Fri¬ 
day asked the Union govern¬ 
ment to respond to petitions 
challenging its decision to 
amend the Unlawful Activi¬ 
ties (Prevention) Act giving it 
powers to categorise anyone 
as a terrorist. 

A Bench led by Chief Jus¬ 
tice of India (CJI) Ranjan Go- 
goi issued notice to the 
Centre on petitions filed by 
Sajal Awasthi and the Asso¬ 
ciation for Protection of Civil 
Rights, an NGO, which said 
the amended law allowed 
the government to freely en¬ 
croach upon the fundamen¬ 
tal rights of dignity, free 
speech, dissent and 
reputation. 

The petitions said the UA¬ 
PA Amendment Act of 2019, 
passed by Parliament, gave 
the Centre “discretionary, 
unfettered and unbound 
powers” to categorise a per¬ 


son as a terrorist. The law 
could now be used by the go¬ 
vernment to bring a person 
into disrepute, and even 
worse, rob him or her liber¬ 
ty. The heavy burden to 
prove the entire government 
machinery wrong would lie 
on the person. 

“The Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Amendment 
Act, 2019 seeks to substan¬ 
tially modify Chapter VI of 
the Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 


vention) Act, 1967 and Sec¬ 
tion 35 and 36 therein. The 
new Section 35 of the UAPA 
Act, 1967 empowers the Cen¬ 
tral government to categor¬ 
ise any individual as ‘terro¬ 
rist’ and add name of such a 
person in Schedule 4 of the 
Act,” Mr. Awasthi 
contended. 

Right to reputation 

The petition said the right to 
reputation was an intrinsic 


part of fundamental right to 
life with dignity under Arti¬ 
cle 21 of the Constitution and 
tagging an individual as “ter¬ 
rorist” even before the com¬ 
mencement of trial or any 
application of judicial mind 
over it, did not amount to 
following the “procedure es¬ 
tablished by law”. 

“The right to dissent is a 
part and parcel of funda¬ 
mental right to free speech 
and expression and there¬ 
fore, cannot be abridged in 
any circumstances except 
for mentioned in Article 19 
(2). The UAPA 2019 empow¬ 
ers the ruling government, 
under the garb of curbing 
terrorism, to impose indirect 
restriction on the right to 
dissent which is detrimental 
for our developing demo¬ 
cratic society,” it said. In¬ 
stead of preserving the digni¬ 
ty of an individual, the 
government sought to en¬ 
croach upon it, it added.

“Since further investiga¬ 
tion is pending since long

and the prosecution has 
been seeking adjournment 
after adjournment, it would

In an unprecedented show 
of unity, the West Bengal 
Assembly on Friday passed 
a resolution opposing the 
National Register of Citi¬ 
zens (NRC) in Assam. It al¬ 
so ruled out the possibility 
of any such exercise in the 
State. 

The development comes 
within a week of the re¬ 
lease of the final list of the 
Assam NRC, from which 
over 19 lakh people have 
been left out. 

The resolution, tabled 
under Rule 185 of the Rules 
of Procedures of Conduct 
of Business of the House, 
was supported by mem¬ 
bers of the Trinamool Con¬ 
gress from the Treasury 
beaches and legislators of 
the Left parties and the 
Congress from the Opposi¬ 
tion benches. Only a hand¬ 
ful of BJP members op¬ 
posed the resolution, 
which was passed after a 
three-hour debate. 

“We do not accept the 
NRC. What has happened 
in Assam can never hap¬ 
pen in Bengal,” Chief Mi¬ 
nister Mamata Banerjee 
said. She thanked Bihar 
Chief Minister Nitish Ku¬ 
mar for opposing a similar 
exercise in his State. Issues 
like this were propped up 
to divert people’s attention 
from the economic distress 
faced by the country, Ms. 
Banerjee alleged.

A 12-hour shutdown im¬ 
posed by the Rashtriya Baj- 
rang Dal against a “faulty Na¬ 
tional Register of Citizens 
(NRC)” partially affected life 
in Assam on Friday. 

The shutdown, however, 
had no impact in Guwahati 
and a few other major 
towns. 

The police said there were 
no incidents of violence 
apart from the blockade of 
roads by mobs. Some mem¬ 
bers of the Bajrang Dal and 
affiliates were detained in 
eastern Assam’s Dibrugarh 
for allegedly trying to stop 
the screening of a newly re¬ 
leased Assamese film. 

The Assam unit of the Baj¬ 
rang Dal accused the NRC 
authorities of deliberately 
coming out with an errone¬ 
ous document containing 
the names of Bangladeshi 
Muslim immigrants. 

“NRC State Coordinator 
Prateek Hajela has legiti¬ 
mised lakhs of such immi¬ 
grants despite many leaders 
including former Chief Mi¬ 
nister Hiteswar Saikia and 
Union Minister Kiren Rijiju 
saying Assam has at least 50 
lakh Bangladeshis,” a spo¬ 
kesperson of the unit assert¬ 
ed. 

It demanded the reupdat¬ 
ing of the NRC based on 1951 


as the cut-off date, granting 
of citizenship to the Hindu 
refugees and their rehabili¬ 
tation in various States and 
inclusion of the names of ex¬ 
cluded indigenous people in 
the NRC. 

Tribunal hurdle 

Santanu Bharali, legal advi¬ 
sor to Assam Chief Minister 
Sarbananda Sonowal, said 
the State government was 
finding it tough to make the 
200 new Foreigners’ Tribu¬ 
nals operational as the NRC 
authorities had not shared 
district-wise numbers of the 
excluded people. 

“The government is ready 
to start the tribunals, but we 
are waiting for the data on 
district-wise exclusions,” he 
said, adding that the NRC 
authorities would have to 
put in place a security re¬ 
gime as in the case of Aad- 


haar before sharing the data. 

Leaders of the Bharatiya 
Gorkha Parisangha on Friday 
met Assam Home Commis¬ 
sioner Ashutosh Agnihotri 
and requested that the go¬ 
vernment provide relief to 
more than 20,000 Gurkha 
doubtful (D) voters excluded 
from the final NRC. 

Along with their depen¬ 
dents, the number of exclud¬ 
ed Gurkhas is more than 1 
lakh, the organisation said. 

“The Ministry of Home Af¬ 
fairs in October 2018 said the 
Gurkhas cannot be tried in 
Foreigners’ Tribunals,” said 
community leader Nanda Ki- 
rati Dewan. “But members of 
the community have never¬ 
theless been tried in the tri¬ 
bunals, made D-voters and 
struck off the NRC. The go¬ 
vernment has to get out of its 
complacency and move the 
court,” he added.

The Bench led by Justice 
Rohinton Narimam, while 
hearing the petition, said 
the ‘open court system’ did 
not mean outsiders are pri¬ 
vy to proceedings. It merely 
meant the court was open to 
litigants to attend 
proceedings. 

The Bench asked wheth¬ 
er it would be right to live- 
stream the Ayodhya pro¬ 
ceedings, as it dealt with a 
sensitive issue. 

Senior advocate Vikas 
Singh said the issue was one 
of social and constitutional 
gravity. If not live-streamed, 
the proceedings should at 
least be audio-recorded and 
transcripts made available. 

The Govindacharya peti¬ 
tion reminded the court of 
its own judgment of Sep¬ 
tember 2018 that ordered 
live-streaming of hearings in 
momentous cases of nation¬ 
al importance. The judg¬ 
ment is yet to be 
implemented. 

The petitioner said the 
case, “famously known as

the Ayodhya Ram Mandir 
matter”, had created large- 
scale interest across India. 

Pending for nine years 

“The Supreme Court has al¬ 
ready held that sunlight is 
the best disinfectant. Live- 
streaming as an extension of 
the principle of open courts 
will ensure that the inter¬ 
face between a court hear¬ 
ing with virtual reality will 
result in the dissemination 
of information in the widest 
possible sense, imparting 
transparency and accounta¬ 
bility to the judicial pro¬ 
cess,” the petition said. 

The Ayodhya case had 
been pending in the court 
for the last nine years, and 
the public at large was inter¬ 
ested in knowing the rea¬ 
sons behind the delay in de¬ 
ciding cases at the court, it 
said.

Defends writing letters to Ministers

Senior Congress leader and 
Rajya Sabha member Digvi¬ 
jaya Singh on Friday reject¬ 
ed the charge of being a 
“Super Chief Minister” of 
Madhya Pradesh, and de¬ 
fended his practice of writ¬ 
ing to State Ministers asking 
for appointments. 

“The Congress govern¬ 
ment has been formed due 
to the hard work of party 
workers. They come to me 
for their work and letters of 
the same were forwarded to 
Ministers,” he told 
presspersons. 

The former two-time CM 
had recently asked Minis¬ 
ters to give him appoint¬ 
ment so that he could follow 
up on development work 
and his recommendations 
for transfers. “What was 
wrong in the letter if I want¬ 
ed to know about the action 
on these letters in accor¬ 
dance with law. This is my 
responsibility as an MP,” he 
said and added that Chief 
Minister Kamal Nath did not 
need a “Super CM as he is a 
strong leader himself”.

His response came just 
days after Forest Minister 
Umang Singhar had accused 
him of “blackmailing” the 
government. 

In a letter to Congress 
president Sonia Gandhi, Mr.

Singh was trying to ‘desta¬ 
bilise’ the nine-month-old 
Kamal Nath government. 

Asked about these charg¬ 
es, Mr. Singh said it was for 
Ms. Gandhi and Mr. Nath, 
who also heads the PCC, to 
respond.

BJP delegation visits China, 
calls for cut in trade deficit 

‘Countries should respect each other’s sensitivities’

NEW DELHI 

An 11-member BJP delega¬ 
tion led by party general se¬ 
cretary Arun Singh, which 
visited China at the invita¬ 
tion of the Communist Party 
of China, made it clear that 
“sensitivities and aspira¬ 
tions” of both countries 
were to be respected for bet¬ 
ter relations, while making a 
pitch for a reduction in trade 
deficit and more coopera¬ 
tion in the fields of pharma¬ 
ceuticals, agriculture and 
tourism. 

Informal summit 

The visit, (from August 26 to 
September 1) between politi¬ 
cal parties, comes after a gap 
of nearly a decade and in the 
run-up to the second edition 
of an informal summit bet¬ 
ween Prime Minister Naren- 
dra Modi and Chinese Presi¬ 
dent Xi Jinping, to be held in 
Mamallapuram between Oc¬ 
tober 10 and 12. 

Mr. Singh was accompa¬ 
nied by the BJP’s foreign af¬ 
fairs cell chief Vijay Chauth- 
aiwale, economic affairs cell

chief Gopal Krishna Agarwal 
and several others. 

The delegation met with 
CPC standing committee 
member Ye Zhenqin, Guo 
Yezhou (vice minister of 
IDCPC) and Song Tao, minis¬ 
ter IDCPC, to whom a letter 
from Home Minister Amit 
Shah addressed to President 
Xi Jinping was also handed 
over. 

Article 370 

The delegation members 
said the dilution of Article 
370 was raised in the meet¬ 
ings held with members of 
the CPC, but that the Indian 
side had conveyed that 


“each one should respect 
the other’s [country’s] sensi¬ 
tivities and aspirations” and 
that no territorial change af¬ 
fecting relations with any 
country had taken place. 
The BJP delegation also said 
that it would “hurt Indian 
sentiments” if China was 
seen to take the side of any 
country “fostering and pro¬ 
moting terror” against India, 
a reference to Pakistan. 

More tie-ups 

Trade issues also prominent¬ 
ly figured in the meetings, 
especially the need to re¬ 
duce trade deficit between 
the two countries as well as 
foster enhanced coopera¬ 
tion in the field of pharma¬ 
ceuticals, agriculture and 
tourism. 

“Mostly, however, the vi¬ 
sit, after such a long gap, was 
helpful for us to understand 
the structures of each oth¬ 
er’s parties. We have extend¬ 
ed an invitation for a return 
visit by members of the CPC 
but firm dates have not been 
agreed upon,” said a mem¬ 
ber of the delegation. 


Shehla Rashid 
booked on

(wantedly giving provoca¬ 
tion with intent to cause 
riot),” said a police officer. 

The case has been trans¬ 
ferred to the Special Cell 
for investigation.

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U.S. seeks easing of 
curbs in Kashmir 

‘Concerned by widespread detentions,’ says U.S. spokesperson

The U.S. government has ex¬ 
pressed its continuing con¬ 
cern over the situation in 
Kashmir following India’s 
decision to dilute Article 370 
on August 5, a move which 
stripped the State’s special 
status, and the ensuing res¬ 
trictions in place in the 
region. 

“We continue to be very 
concerned by widespread 
detentions, including of lo¬ 
cal political and business 
leaders, and the restrictions 
on the residents of the re¬ 
gion,” State Department 
spokesperson Morgan Orta- 
gus said. 

Ms. Ortagus’s comments 
were emailed to The Hindu. 

“We are also concerned 
about reports that Internet 
and mobile phone access 
continues to be blocked in 
certain regions,” she said.

The U.S. has, since August

comments and released 
statements, both from Wash¬ 


ington DC and New Delhi. 

The Indian Embassy in 
Washington DC has also con¬ 
sistently said that Article 370 
is an internal matter, that it 
was undertaken for socio¬ 
economic development and 
good governance reasons 
and that restrictions are be¬ 
ing progressively eased. 

“Some of our detractors 
are spreading false rumours, 
including through the U.S. 
media, and it is malicious in 
nature,” Indian Ambassador 
Harsh Vardhan Shringla told 
The Washington Times. 

Earlier in the week, the 
Indian Embassy released a 
video in which Mr. Shringla 
said the media, especially 
the U.S. media, were putting 
out “half-truths, untruths, 
factually incorrect informa¬ 
tion”. The most widely cir¬ 
culated U.S. newspapers and 
media outlets such as The 
Wall Street Journal , USA To¬ 
day, The Washington Post 
and The New York Times 
have carried reports high¬ 
lighting the difficulties 
caused by the restrictions.

The Opposition on Friday 
questioned Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi’s announce¬ 
ment of a $l-billion (U,167 
crore) line of credit (LOC) to 
Russia for the development 
of the Russian Far East. 

This is the first time India 
has extended an LOC to 
another developing country 
(so far, such assistance has 
gone only to least developed 
countries). The announce¬ 
ment was made in Vladivos¬ 
tok on Thursday. 

Citing the current eco¬ 
nomic scene, the Opposition 
asked why India should help 
finance projects in a country 
that had ample resources. 

‘Headline management’ 

“India needs a booster dose, 
not Russia,” said Congress 
leader and MP Jairam Ra- 
mesh, who accused the go¬ 
vernment of “headline man¬ 
agement” just days after the 
RBI had transferred ?1.76 
lakh crore from its surplus 
reserves to the government. 

“What is the rationale of 
India extending a loan of $1 
billion for development of 
the Russian Far East, while 


our country cannot find suf¬ 
ficient resources for a stimu¬ 
lus package,” asked Kerala 
Finance Minister T.M. Tho¬ 
mas Isaac in a tweet. 

Critics said that while Rus¬ 
sia’s GDP figures were far be¬ 
hind India’s in recent years 
($1.6 trillion vs $2.6 trillion at 
current prices, 2017), the 
GDP per capita for the aver¬ 
age Russian is five times that 


of the average Indian 
($10,961 vs $2,014 at current 
prices, 2017 - IMF World Eco¬ 
nomic Outlook Database). 

The External Affairs Mi¬ 
nistry said the decision was 
based on a number of rea¬ 
sons, including the fact that 
there were large Chinese, Ja¬ 
panese and Korean invest¬ 
ments in the region. 

“The Indian line of credit 


will attract more Indian busi¬ 
nesses to the Russian Far 
East,” said a Ministry note in 
response to The Hindu’s qu¬ 
eries. It said that trade re¬ 
sulting from the line of credit 
would contribute to the tar¬ 
get set by both countries of 
achieving $30 billion of an¬ 
nual bilateral trade by 2025, 
which at present is less than 
$11 billion. 


Waiting for a 
peaceful 
solution: Israel

Were you under any kind of 
local pressure in Dakshina 
Kannada? 

■ Not at all. It was a pleasure 
working in Dakshina Kanna¬ 
da. People and public repre¬ 
sentatives of the district 
were extremely kind to me 
and I owe an apology to 
them for discontinuing the 
job vested on me midway. 

What are your future plans? 

■ I don’t have any specific 
plans as of now. As I said ear¬ 
lier, it is time to speak and 
question; that is what I will 
be doing.

“The Ministers exchanged 
views on regional and inter¬ 
national developments of 
mutual interest. Two MoUs 
to further defence educa¬ 
tional exchanges and extend 
logistical support to each 
other’s Navies were signed,” 


the statement said on the 
talks between Mr. Singh and 
his South Korean counter¬ 
part Jeong Kyeong-doo. 

A defence source said this 
foreign cooperation initia¬ 


tive would greatly help inte¬ 
roperability. 

“India will be able to get 
assured logistic support 
when it operates in the Indo- 
Pacific in the ports of South 


Korea.” Such agreements ex¬ 
tend the reach, presence 
and sustainability of Navy 
ships when deployed at great 
distances from home ports, 
the source added. 

On the road map, Mr. 
Singh said it had listed a 
number of proposed areas of 
cooperation in land, aero 
and naval systems, research 
and development coopera¬ 
tion and collaboration in 
testing, certification and 
quality assurance. 

Mr. Singh also invited the 
South Korean industry to ex¬ 
plore the feasibility of local 
production of items, used in 
main weapon systems im¬ 
ported by defence public 
sector undertakings (PSUs).

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Zimbabwe strongman Mugabe dies 

Until 2017, he was the only leader Zimbabweans had known since the country’s independence in 1980

Robert Mugabe, the first 
Prime Minister and later Pre¬ 
sident of independent Zim¬ 
babwe, who traded the man¬ 
tle of liberator for the 
armour of a tyrant and pre¬ 
sided over the decline of one 
of Africa’s most prosperous 
lands, died on Friday. He was 
95. 

The death was announced 
by his successor. President 
Emmerson Mnangagwa. 

“It is with the utmost sad¬ 
ness that I announce the 
passing on of Zimbabwe’s 
founding father and former 
President, Cde Robert Mu¬ 
gabe,” he wrote on Twitter, 
using the abbreviation for 
comrade. “Mugabe was an 
icon of liberation, a pan-Afri¬ 
canist who dedicated his life 
to the emancipation and em¬ 
powerment of his people. 
His contribution to the histo¬ 
ry of our nation and conti¬ 
nent will never be forgotten.” 

In August, Mr. Mnangag¬ 
wa had said that Mr. Mugabe 
had spent several months in 
Singapore getting treatment 
for an undisclosed illness. 


Mr. Mugabe, the world’s 
oldest head of state before 
his ouster in 2017, was the 
only leader Zimbabweans 
had known since indepen¬ 
dence, in 1980. Like many 
who liberated their coun¬ 
tries, Mr. Mugabe believed 
that Zimbabwe was his to 
govern until the end. In a 
speech before the African 
Union in 2016, he said he 
would remain at the helm 
“until God says, ‘Come.’” 

Throughout, Mr. Mugabe 
remained inscrutable, some 
would say conflicted. Re¬ 
mote, calculating, ascetic 
and cerebral, a self-styled re¬ 
volutionary inspired by what 
he called “Marxist-Leninism- 
Mao-Tse-tung thought,” he 
affected a scholarly manner, 
bespectacled and haughty, a 
vestige of his early years as a 
schoolteacher. But his hun¬ 
ger for power was undiluted. 

In November 2017, the Ar¬ 
my, fearing that Mr. Mugabe 
would anoint his second 
wife, Grace Mugabe, as his 
political heir, moved against 
him and he was forced to 
step down, ny times 


A tumultuous journey

The conflicting legacy of Robert Mugabe 


STANLY JOHNY 

Robert Gabriel Mugabe 
leaves behind a conflicting 
legacy. He was the leader of a 
prominent faction of gueril¬ 
las during Zimbabwe’s inde¬ 
pendence struggle. He 
fought the British colonial¬ 
ists, ended the country’s Bri¬ 
tain-backed white minority 
rule and became the first 
elected Prime Minister of 
Zimbabwe. But he also pre¬ 
sided over the fall of the 
country’s economy. 


Liberator 

When Mr. Mugabe joined 
politics in early the 1960s, 
the National Democratic Par¬ 
ty led by Joshua Nkomo was 
the main anti-colonial force 
in Southern Rhodesia, as 
Zimbabwe was then known. 


Mr. Mugabe joined a radical 
faction within the NDP. La¬ 
ter, this faction split from the 
party and formed the Zim¬ 
babwe African National Un¬ 
ion (ZANU). After organising 
anti-government rallies, the 
White government arrested 
him for sedition in 1964. Af¬ 
ter his release a decade later, 
Mr. Mugabe fled the country 
but never left the movement. 
From Mozambique, he led 
the Zimbabwe African Na¬ 
tional Liberation Army, the 
military wing of ZANU, in the 
war for liberation. 

Towards the late 1970s, as 
it was evident that the go¬ 
vernment could not win the 
war, it started implementing 
political reforms, including 
universal suffrage. In 1979, 
the British government, its 


local allies and the guerillas 
signed the Lancaster House 
Agreement, bringing the war 
to an end. In the polls in 
1980, Mr. Mugabe’s ZANU 
won and he became the 
Prime Minister. 

Reformer 

Mr. Mugabe initially rolled 
out welfare measures. He 
had also struck a conciliatory 
tone with the White minori¬ 
ties and discouraged them 
from fleeing the country. He 
launched land reform initia¬ 
tive aimed at addressing the 
question of inequality. In¬ 
itially, the programme was 
based on a “willing seller 
and willing buyer” principle. 
But it was a failure as half of 
the country’s land was con¬ 
trolled by white minority. 


In 2000, militant suppor¬ 
ters of the President and rul¬ 
ing party members started 
seizing farm lands forcefully. 
For Mr. Mugabe, it was a rad¬ 
ical plan to redistribute the 
farm lands and address po¬ 
verty and landlessness 
among the country’s vast 
majorities. But the plan 
backfired. The violent land 
reforms stunted the coun¬ 
try’s agriculture productivi¬ 
ty, leading to food shortages 
and inflation. From 1998 to 
2008, the country’s agricul¬ 
tural output slumped by 
more than 60%. 

Dictator 

The system Mr. Mugabe built 
functioned around him. He 
first established himself as 
the unquestionable leader of 


ZANU. He purged his poten¬ 
tial rivals. In 1988, he 
changed the Constitution to 
create an executive presi¬ 
dency and became the coun¬ 
try’s first Executive Presi¬ 
dent. Since then, he always 
got re-elected. 

The fall 

He remained obsessively fo¬ 
cused on amassing power in 
his own hands. In 2017, fol¬ 
lowing mass protests, the 
military and the ZANU-PF 
ousted him. Vice-President 
Emmerson Mnangagwa as¬ 
sumed power. The military, 
which doesn’t want to call it 
a coup, allowed him to live in 
Zimbabwe, and in official 
communications, he’s still 
referred to as the father of 
the nation. 


A moment of reckoning 
for Indian Americans 

Influential Hindutva voices in U.S. are moving closer to Trump

After Indian American engi¬ 
neer Srinivas Kuchibhotla 
was killed by a white nation¬ 
alist in Kansas in February 
2017, it took several weeks 
before the new President, 
Donald Trump, condemned 
it, only obliquely still, upset¬ 
ting the community. Demo¬ 
crat Bernie Sanders instantly 
came out in support of the 
family and the community, 
and said the President’s rhe¬ 
toric on immigration led to 
the murder. As campaign for 
the 2020 presidential elec¬ 
tion picks up, a dominant 
section of the Indian Ameri¬ 
cans linked to Hindutva pol¬ 
itics is gunning for Mr. San¬ 
ders and aligning with the 
nationalist politics of Mr. 
Trump, for their respective 
positions on Kashmir. This 
rapidly evolving realign¬ 
ment will polarise the com¬ 
munity and could alter the 
basis of India-U.S. ties. 

Indian Americans have 
largely been supporters of 
the Democratic Party, to 
which all five U.S lawmakers 
of Indian origin belong. De¬ 
mocrats have been suppor¬ 
tive of immigration and reli¬ 
gious and cultural rights of 
the minorities. The simulta¬ 
neous rise of nationalism in 
India and America, led by 
Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi and Mr. Trump, had 
put the community in a pa¬ 
radoxical situation, as they 
were largely jubilant about 
Hindutva in India while be¬ 
ing at the receiving end of 
nationalism in the U.S. 

The Kashmir factor 

Kuchibotla himself was an 
ardent fan of Mr. Modi’s 
sweeping Hindutva politics 
as his wife related after this 
murder. Not only Mr. San¬ 
ders, but Democrats such as 
Congressman from Silicon 
Valley, Ro Khanna, Con¬ 
gresswoman Pramila Jayapal 
and several other friends of 


India and Indian Americans 
have denounced Hindutva 
politics in the wake of the 
prolonged lockdown of Jam¬ 
mu and Kashmir following 
the unilateral end to its auto¬ 
nomy. “India’s behaviour is 
unacceptable,” said Mr. San¬ 
ders. 

“It’s the duty of every 
American politician of Hin¬ 
du faith to stand for plural¬ 
ism, reject Hindutva, and 
speak for equal rights for 
Hindus, Muslims, Sikhs, 
Buddhist and Christians,” 
Mr. Khanna, grandson of a 
freedom fighter and a mem¬ 
ber of the first Parliament of 
India, said. 

Political realignment 

Influential Hindutva voices 
in U.S. have turned against 
these Democrats, and ac¬ 
cused them of harbouring 
pro-Pakistan sympathies 
and being in the spell of anti- 
India, Muslim advisers. Mr. 
Trump does not sweat over 
India’s Kashmir policy. 
Kashmir has brought them 
closer to Mr. Trump. There 
are many ironies in this, but 
this might end one central 
paradox of Hindutva-leaning 
Indian American politics, 
which has been sympathetic 
to religious majoritarianism 
and cultural supremacism in 
India while demanding reli¬ 
gious and cultural rights in 
their adopted land. 

The dualism of Indian 
American politics has now 
become unsustainable as 
Democratic leaders find it in¬ 


creasingly impossible to side 
with Mr. Modi as he advanc¬ 
es the Hindutva agenda. Ma¬ 
ny of these friends of India 
had misread Mr. Modi’s suc¬ 
cess in 2014 elections as a 
turn in Indian politics to¬ 
wards more neoliberal re¬ 
forms and globalism. Such 
an image of Mr. Modi was al¬ 
so projected by Indian diplo¬ 
macy in America. But one 
American thinker, who in¬ 
terpreted Mr. Modi’s victory 
as a nativist revolt against a 
global elite, was none other 
than Stephen Bannon, the 
most authentic interpreter 
of Mr. Trump’s nationalist 
politics. 

Mr. Bannon has also been 
particularly a critic of the 
H-1B visa and Indian-Ameri- 
can immigration. That the 
Indian Ambassador to the 
U.S. retweeted a tweet that 
denounced Mr. Sanders and 
tweeted about his meeting 
with Mr. Bannon in glowing 
terms, which was deleted la- 
ter,bears out the official In¬ 
dian position on the emerg¬ 
ing fault-lines in American 
politics and the role of In¬ 
dian Americans in it. 

This realignment of In¬ 
dian American politics will 
be accelerated with the 
forthcoming Howdy, Modi 
rally in Houston on Septem¬ 
ber 22. 

The occasion will call 
upon liberal Indian Ameri¬ 
cans and Democratic politi¬ 
cians to be unambiguous in 
their view of the Indian lead¬ 
er and his politics.

The British Parliament’s up¬ 
per chamber on Friday ap¬ 
proved a Bill which aims to 
block a no-deal Brexit at the 
end of October by forcing 
Prime Minister Boris John¬ 
son to seek a delay to Bri¬ 
tain’s European Union 
departure. 

The legislation, which re¬ 
quires Johnson to ask for a 
three-month extension to 
Britain’s EU membership if 
Parliament has not ap¬ 
proved either a deal or con¬ 
sented to leaving without 
agreement by October 19, is

expected to be signed into 
law by Queen Elizabeth on 
Monday. 

The House of Lords ap¬ 
proved the Bill without a for¬ 
mal vote at its final stage. 

Mr. Johnson has dubbed it 


the “surrender bill” and said 
it has scuppered his Brexit 
negotiations with the EU by 
removing the threat of leav¬ 
ing without a deal. On 
Thursday, he said he would 
rather be “dead in a ditch” 
than delay Britain’s EU exit. 

He kicked 21 lawmakers 
out of his Conservative Par¬ 
ty’s parliamentary group 
earlier this week for working 
with opposition parties in 
the House of Commons to 
pass the legislation against 
the government’s wishes. 

Mr. Johnson is pushing for 
a national election on Octob¬ 
er 15.

In a festival committed to di¬ 
versity and gender parity, it 
is fitting indeed to open 
one’s film viewing innings 
with a subcontinental story 
centred on a woman and 
made by a woman filmmak¬ 
er. 

Minhal Baig’s coming of 
age film Hala, which played 
on the opening day of the 
44th Toronto International 
Film Festival (TIFF), travers¬ 
es the familiar zone of the 
diasporic experience - a 
teenager Hala (Geraldine 
Viswanathan) negotiating 
the clash of cultures, finding 
the right balance between 


the immigrant home and the 
“westernised” world out¬ 
side, of squaring up to her 
desires and sexual awaken¬ 
ing while being cloistered 
and protected by Pakistani 
immigrant parents. 

Tables turn 

Then there is another inter¬ 
esting arc of role reversal as 
the tables turn on the seem¬ 
ingly progressive father who 
encourages her to skate¬ 
board, read literature and 
solve crosswords, and a con¬ 
servative mother who ap¬ 
pears to be only bothered 
about fajr (prayer at dawn) 
and hijaab (scarf). It’s the 
overprotective mother who 


eventually becomes the em¬ 
powering figure for her and, 
in turn, finds liberation for 
herself through her daught¬ 
er. 

Ms. Baig keeps things gen¬ 
tle, even when a terrible 
storm might be brewing in 
Hala’s life. There is a sense of 
grace underlying the literary 
works Hala takes recourse to 
in mirroring her own dilem¬ 
mas and internal struggles, 
specially Henrik Ibsen’s A 
DolVs House. 

There is a persistent con¬ 
tradictory pull in what she 
quotes and reads out, the 
words she chooses to ex¬ 
press herself in or the pauses 
and silence between them. 


The finale does get some¬ 
what sloppy and slapdash 
but Ms. Baig is largely res¬ 
trained and subtle. 

Fine collaboration 

Chicago-based writer-direc¬ 
tor, Ms. Baig forms a fine col¬ 
laboration with young Aus¬ 
tralian actor Ms. 
Viswanathan. Ms. Baig draws 
out a nuanced performance 
from Ms.Viswanathan, 
whose face is a wondrous 
canvas for fleeting emotions 
- curiosity, indifference, em¬ 
pathy, hurt, pain, rage, con¬ 
fusion. Her face is the film.

When such realised souls come to the wa¬ 
ters for ablutions, with only the thought of the Lord in their 
hearts, their very contact would automatically purify the 
river. For the Lord is the sole destroyer of all sins.

Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman said on Friday 
that while the government 
will look into any challenges 
being faced by the economy, 
it will not allow Budgetary al¬ 
locations to the social sector 
to be affected. 

She said this in response 
to a query on whether tax 
targets would be met in the 
wake of economic slow¬ 
down. The Minister also said 
the government was yet to 
take a call on the utilisation 
of surplus funds transferred 
by the Reserve Bank of India. 

Ms. Sitharaman, who was 
accompanied by the Reve¬ 
nue Secretary and the CBDT 


Chairman, said as part of an 
initiative to improve transpa¬ 
rency, any notice issued by 
the Income Tax Department 


for tax claims from October 1 
will have a distinct docu¬ 
ment identification number 
(DIN). This will be issued 


through a centralised pro¬ 
cess and with approval. 

“We are adopting technol¬ 
ogy to make the process non¬ 
discretionary and transpa¬ 
rent, she said. 

No threat from e-vehicles 

She allayed any apprehen¬ 
sion regarding the conti¬ 
nuance of non-electric vehi¬ 
cles, saying they would be 
allowed to run for the entire 
validity of their registration 
period. 

The Minister was unwill¬ 
ing to comment on when the 
GDP growth rates would be 
restored, saying that all ef¬ 
forts were being made to un¬ 
derstand and address secto¬ 
ral challenges. 


China frees 
up $126 billion 
for bank loans

The People’s Bank of China 
(PBOC) said on Friday it 
was cutting the amount of 
cash that banks must hold 
as reserves for the third 
time this year, releasing 
900 billion yuan ($126.35 
billion) in liquidity to shore 
up the flagging economy. 

The PBOC said it would 
cut the reserve require¬ 
ment ratio (RRR) by 50 ba¬ 
sis points (bps) for all 
banks, with an additional 
100 bps cut for qualified ci¬ 
ty commercial banks. The 
RRR for large banks will be 
lowered to 13.0%. 

The bank has now 
slashed the ratio seven 
times since early 2018. The 
amount of funds released 
will be the largest so far in 
the current easing cycle.

Traffic offences may cost a ‘premium' 

IRDAI for linking motor insurance premium with violations

NEW DELHI 

After skipping the last Re¬ 
gional Comprehensive Eco¬ 
nomic Partnership (RCEP) 
meeting in August, Com¬ 
merce Minister Piyush 
Goyal will attend the se¬ 
venth RCEP Ministerial 
meeting in Thailand that 
starts on Sunday, the Minis¬ 
try of Commerce confirmed 
on Friday. 

India, however, would 
maintain a strict stance on 
the RCEP negotiations and 
consider signing an agree¬ 
ment only if its demands 
were met, a senior Com¬ 
merce Ministry official told 
The Hindu. The RCEP is a 
proposed regional grouping 
of 16 countries. Mr. Goyal 
did not attend the previous

meeting, ostensibly to carry 
out his duties in Parliament. 
He had, however, just ended 
a series of meetings with in¬ 
dustry, which had voiced 
grave concerns about India 
joining the RCEP, and the re¬ 
sultant higher market ac¬ 
cess that would be given to 
China, in particular.

The noose is set to tighten on 
traffic offenders with insu¬ 
rance regulator IRDAI on Fri¬ 
day forming a working group 
to examine and recommend 
linking of motor insurance 
premium with traffic 
violations. 

The move comes close on 
the heels of steeper penal¬ 
ties for traffic offences, post 
amendments to the Motor 
Vehicles Act, taking effect. It 
is expected to improve com¬ 
pliance to rules and pave the 
way for more business for in¬ 
surers. For those with more 
traffic violations, it would 
eventually mean a higher in¬ 
surance premium. 

Listing the terms of refe¬ 
rence of the nine-member 
working group, the Insu¬ 
rance Regulatory and Deve¬ 


lopment Authority of India 
(IRDAI) said it would recom¬ 
mend implementation of a 
framework and methodolo¬ 
gy to link insurance premi¬ 
um with traffic violations. 

Study by working group 

The group will study interna¬ 
tional practices and recom¬ 
mend best practices suitable 
to India. It will evaluate the 
current point system for traf¬ 
fic violations implemented 
by States and evolve a stan¬ 
dard point system consider¬ 
ing each violation. 

Other terms of reference 
include developing data 
fields required to implement 
traffic violations as a rating 
factor in motor insurance. 

The setting up of the 
working group followed a re¬ 
quest to the IRDAI from the 
High Powered Committee 


for Traffic Management in 
the NCT of Delhi, under the 
chairmanship of the Union 
Home Secretary, to examine 
the issue of linking insu¬ 
rance premium with traffic 
violations. 

Subsequently, at a meet¬ 
ing under the chairmanship 
of the Special Commissioner 
of Police Traffic, Delhi on In¬ 
tegration of insurance and 
traffic prosecution data, it 
was decided that a Working 
Group will be formed to take 
the idea forward. 

Insurance companies 
have to undertake the pilot 
project in NCT to implement 
the premium escalation for¬ 
mula, IRDAI member (non¬ 
life) T.L. Alamelu said in the 
order constituting the work¬ 
ing group. The group has 
been given eight weeks’ time 
to submit the report. 


‘Auto firms should also 
take up GST rate cut 
demand with State FMs’ 

‘Issue to figure in GST Council meet’

Stating that the central go¬ 
vernment was willing to put 
forth the auto industry’s de¬ 
mand for a rate cut at the 
upcoming meeting of the 
GST Council, Minister of 
State for Finance Anurag 
Thakur asked the sector to 
also take up the matter with 
the States, who together 
have the majority vote in the 
Council. 

“We have received repre¬ 
sentations from carmakers, 
dealers and other stakehol¬ 
ders regarding GST rate cut 
from 28% to 18%,” Mr. Tha¬ 
kur said at the 59th Conven¬ 
tion of Automotive Compo¬ 
nents Manufacturers 
Association of India (AC- 
MA). He added that any GST 
rate cut needed to be first 
approved by the GST Fit¬ 
ment Committee, post 
which it would be taken up 
by the Council. “I request all 
of you to reach out to the 
State Finance Ministers who 
are part of the GST Coun¬ 
cil... FM [Union Finance Mi¬ 
nister] has already suggest¬ 
ed that we are open to take 
it to the Council.” 

The next meeting of the 
GST Council will take place 
on September 20. However, 
the auto industry is seeking 
an earlier resolution, as it 
fears that buyers will post¬ 
pone purchases in anticipa¬ 
tion of a reduction in prices. 

Mr. Thakur said: “If there 
is reduction in interest rate 
after RBI’s announcement, 
you [the industry] are also 
giving discounts, many oth¬ 
er initiatives taken by the 
central government... why 
are we still not seeing the 
same kind of demand?... is it 
only the global demand or is 
demand coming down local¬ 
ly? Are people looking for

cabs or for newer BS VI veh¬ 
icles and electric vehicles? 
Or is it cyclical?” 

A member of the au¬ 
dience interrupted the ju¬ 
nior Minister and said that 
this was due to the delayed 
effect of demonetisation 
and that people don’t have 
money to spend. 

Mr Thakur responded, 
saying, “Thank you... If that 
is the delayed effect... How 
do you move forward?” 
Speaking at the session, Un¬ 
ion Minister Arjun Ram 
Meghwal said the problems 
faced by the auto industry 
were “minor” and would be 
quickly resolved. 

‘Need uniform 18% GST’ 

The ACMA pitched for a un¬ 
iform GST rate of 18% for all 
auto components as well as 
some export incentives for 
the industry from the 
Centre. Assocation presi¬ 
dent Ram Venkataramani 
said that about 60% of auto 
components attract 18% du¬ 
ty and the remaining high- 
value parts are taxed at 28%. 

Citing a survey, he said 
there were indications that 
in Q1 of FY20, firms with di¬ 
versified portfolios, be it 
across vehicle segments, 
market segments, product 
groups or different geogra¬ 
phies, have performed bet¬ 
ter than others. 


+ Forging industry on the 
brink as slowdown bites 


Decline in cotton yam 
exports worries mills 


Sees 20% job loss if demand stays poor 


Shipments fell 35% in April-July period

The slowdown gripping the 
auto sector has pushed 
foundries to the brink. De¬ 
clining auto sales have re¬ 
sulted in a deterioration in 
demand for forgings, which 
could impact jobs unless 
things improve, a top indus¬ 
try official said. 

“Currently, there is a 
huge inventory build-up due 
to poor demand, and to 
curb this, many forging un¬ 
its have been making cuts in 
working hours and produc¬ 
tion,” S. Muralishankar, pre¬ 
sident, Association of Indian 
Forging Industry and Joint 
MD, Super Auto Forge, told 
The Hindu. 

“If [this] continues, we 
anticipate further cut in pro¬ 
duction, leading to job loss,” 
he added. “The Centre must 
take a holistic approach to

revive the auto sector.” 

Trends have shown that 
despite the onset of the fes¬ 
tive season, there had not 
been any major improve¬ 
ment in overall demand, he 
said. The forging industry is 
witnessing a slowdown in 
the range of 25-30%, he ad¬ 
ded. “The forging sector 
employs more than 3 lakh. If 
the situation does not im¬ 
prove, 20% of these people 
can lose jobs.”

The continuing decline in 
cotton yarn exports from 
April this year has left textile 
mills worried. Cotton yarn 
exports slumped 44% in July 
this year, compared with 
the same month last year. 

The downward trend 
continued in the first week 
of August as well. 

According to the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion 
Council, between April and 
July, cotton yarn exports fell 
nearly 35%. 

Exports to China, Korea 
and Bangladesh are down. 
However, competing coun¬ 
tries are increasing their 
share in exports to markets 
such as China, South Korea, 
and Turkey. K.V. Srinivasan, 
chairman of the council, 
urged the government to ex¬ 
tend 3% interest equalisa¬ 


tion for cotton yarn. “Cotton 
yarn exports are at a five- 
year low,” Sanjay Jain, chair¬ 
man of Confederation of In¬ 
dian Textile Industry, said. 

India’s share in global tex¬ 
tile and clothing exports has 
also seen a downfall. 

While India was the se¬ 
cond largest exporter of tex¬ 
tile and clothing in 2014- 
2017, it has come down to 
the fifth position now. “The 
space vacated by China in 
textile and clothing pro¬ 
ducts has been largely con¬ 
sumed by Bangladesh, Viet¬ 
nam, Pakistan and other 
least developed countries,” 
he said. 

While Indian yarn incurs 
3.5% to 4% duty in China, 
the levy is nil for yarn ex¬ 
ported to China from Viet¬ 
nam, Bangladesh and Pakis¬ 
tan, according to Southern 
India Mills’ Association. 
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‘JioFiber pricing may not be a blockbuster yet’ 

Analysts say tariff - plans may be tweaked if the roll-out is slower

The pricing of Reliance Jio’s 
broadband services JioFiber 
may not be as disruptive as it 
was in the case of the compa¬ 
ny’s mobile telephony ser¬ 
vice launched three years 
ago, according to analysts. 

“Its target of 20 million 
homes in 18 months is ag¬ 
gressive and we expect the 
roll-out to be more gradual 
given that pricing is not as 
disruptive as in the case of 
mobile and challenges in 
roll-out,” wrote Jefferies in 
its research report. 

“We believe its success 
will depend on customer ser¬ 
vice, including support dur¬ 
ing downtime and other is¬ 
sues. We expect incentives in 
terms of content to increase 
from the current announced 
ones to achieve the target 
roll-out. There would also 
likely be tweaking of plans if 
the roll-out is slower,” added 



Jefferies. On Thursday, Re¬ 
liance Jio unveiled ‘JioFiber’ 
with monthly plans starting 
from ?699 and going up to 
?8,499. 

Doubling market 

Reliance Jio is targeting 20 
million homes and 16 million 
enterprises across 1,600 
towns and aims to complete 
the roll-out in the next 18 
months. Given the current 



fixed broadband subscriber 
base of 18 million, it implies 
doubling of the market. 

Compared to Bharti Air- 
tel, Jio’s pricing is 12-23% 
lower but is similar to or 
even higher than local 
players. “We expect maxi¬ 
mum adoption of Bronze 
and Silver plans due to affor- 
dabilty,” said Abneesh Roy, 
executive vice-president. 
Edelweiss Securities. 



Home broadband market 
in India is under-penetrated 
with only 18 million connec¬ 
tions of which 50% are those 
of BSNL/MTNL. Also, only 
7% of the connections are on 
fibre. 

“There is no clarity on dig¬ 
ital TV bundling yet. Alth¬ 
ough prices are lower than 
Airtel Xstream box offering, 
we will not call it disruptive 
from a pricing perspective. 
We believe that subscriber 
addition will be a function of 
reach, customer service and 
quality of the product. We 
believe that reaching 20 mil¬ 
lion subscribers outside its 
existing Den and Hathway 
network will be a slow pro¬ 
cess,” Mr. Roy added. 

“We do not foresee free 
TV with annual plans as a big 
draw, and do not foresee a 
meaningful negative impact 
on pay TV operators like Air¬ 
tel and exhibitors like PVR,” 
said Goldman Sachs.

met in our lives has been be¬ 
cause of the clothes we make.

who, like his partner, continues 
to look to Indian architecture, 
jewellery and artefacts as an in¬ 
fluence. “Both Abu and I are in 
love with India,” he says. 

Family album 

The duo are patronised by 
some of the oldest Bollywood 
and Indian business families, 
often across generations. “We 
started designing for women 
who became mothers. Now we 
dress their daughters and their 
grand-daughters. They have 
kept us relevant. We have al¬ 
ways thought young,” says 
Khosla. Hand embroideries - 
especially chikankari, zardozi 
and aari work - are part of the 
brand’s DNA, but they are wary 
of the ‘classic’ tag. “I think 
around 10 years ago, we began 
to be referred as a classic brand. 
We started enjoying that phase 
for a bit but not for long. We 
broke out of it and reinvented 
ourselves. To be able to always 
think ahead makes one rele¬ 
vant,” he adds, mentioning a re¬ 
cent collaboration with Needle- 
dust, a premium jutti brand. 
Not to be left behind in the race 
for visibility on Instagram, they 
offered a retrospective of sorts 
recently, with rare footage, in¬ 
cluding photos of Shweta Bach¬ 
chan Nanda’s wedding. “Social 
media is a game changer today. 
But everyone is looking for in¬ 
stant gratification these days. 
We are too established for that,” 
admits Khosla. 

Three decades is a long time, 
how have they managed to keep 
it together creatively? “We have 
huge respect for each other. We 
don’t agree with each other 
most of the time and even 33 
years later it is the same. We 
challenge each other constantly 
and that’s what has worked,” 
admits Khosla.

ogists or research¬ 
ers, coming in and 
speaking. But we were 
keen to have people 
with lived-experiences 
on our panels,” says 
Breckenridge. 

In keeping with this, a 
panel on Sunday, titled 
‘Whose voices are impor¬ 
tant and who gets to talk 
about their experiences’, 
will have architect Zain 
Khan who is also bipolar; 
writer and founding editor 
of the literary journal Anti-

A clowning glory 

It Chapter 2 is flawed, but still lives up to its predecessor 
with plenty of scares and humour

The last time we saw It, the 
extra-terrestrial monster was 
wounded by the Losers and 
forced back into the sewers 
of Derry to recuperate. Now 
27 years later, the creature 
has emerged to feed on chil¬ 
dren again. Based on Ste¬ 
phen King’s lengthy horror 
novel of the same name, the 
sequel to the 2017 film is set 
almost three decades after 
the then group of tweenagers 
speared a dent in It’s scary 
armour. Mike (Isaiah Musta¬ 
fa), the only one to stay back 
in his hometown calls the 
rest of the club to fulfil the 
oath they made many years 
ago: to return and defeat It. 

The focus on Chapter 1 
was entirely on fear, its ma¬ 
nifestations and the meta¬ 


phor of personal horrors be¬ 
ing far worse than any 
allegorical entities. It Chap¬ 
ter 2 is about overcoming 
those demons: supernatural 
ones as well as those hiding 
deep inside just waiting to 
surface. Abusive spouses, 
Oedipus complexes, damn¬ 
ing secrets and tormenting 
regrets don’t hold a candle to 
It’s pursuit for flesh, blood 
and revenge. In near-perfect 
continuation, director Andy 
Muschietti crafts a sequel 
that seamlessly follows up 
Chapter 1. As if the actors 
themselves have grown from 
their ordeal 27 years ago. The 
casting is itself a highlight of 
the film; with performers 
who could actually be the 
tweenagers’ future selves 
and this uncanny resem-

blance lasts longer than it 
ideally should. 

In pushing a flavour of 
King’s own big screen adap¬ 
tation of Stand By Me and 
that ’80s-loving patina of 
Stranger Things, this sequel 
brilliantly drudges up fiction¬ 
al nostalgia.

mer friendships and 
frightening It encounters, 
even the uninitiated will un¬

2. The film’s brand of horror, 
more on the nose than cere¬ 
bral, jolts till the end. Bill 
Skarsgard as It is creepy as 
ever, completely embodying 
the menacing chills of a su¬ 
pernatural bloodthirsty 
clown. There are fortune 
cookies cracking open to re¬ 
veal mini monsters - includ¬ 
ing a bloody eyeball dragging 
behind a train of nerve ca¬ 
bles; zombies eerily similar 


to Gollum from Lord of the 
Rings ; a shark-toothed giant 
Paul Bunyan statue out for 
murder; goo and gunk ga¬ 
lore; blood spurts; and so 
much more. Like its prede¬ 
cessor, the sequel also revels 
in humour most incongruent 
to its context. As a character 
strangles his zombie attack¬ 
er, black slush projectile 
gushes accompanied by the 
Juice Newton number ‘Angel 
of the Morning’. But it’s mo-

Noble thoughts, trite humour 

An attempt to normalise failure is lost in anachronistic gags and a disjointed narrative

It’s no secret that Bollywood 
loves to romanticise college 
years. Those days of youth¬ 
ful complacency, crude 
jokes about sex and mastur¬ 
bation, first love, cultural or 
sports competition that 
means the world to you, 
barely attending lectures 
and confiding in alcoho¬ 
lism. They are often project¬ 
ed as the best years of one’s 
lives, eulogised in slow-mo- 
tion montages of laughter, 
hugging and pranks. Nitesh 
Tiwari’s Chhichhore has Ari- 
jit Singh’s ‘Woh Din’, where 
the filmmaker uses the 
same style to evoke nostal¬ 
gia and capture the ‘good 
old days’. From Karan Jo- 
har’s campus sagas ( Kuch 
Kuch Hota Hai and Student 
of the Year franchise) to Raj- 
kumar Hirani’s 3 Idiots, con¬ 
temporary Hindi films have 
also looked at college days 


in hindsight, when one has 
aged (not necessarily ma¬ 
tured) and settled into their 
professional and family 
lives. Tiwari’s film explores 
a similar time, where the 
characters look into the 
past to find comfort in the 
present. 

In Chhichhore, the cen¬ 
tral characters Annirudh 
(Sushant Singh Rajput) and 
Maya (Shraddha Kapoor) 
are compelled to relive their 


college days when their son at¬ 
tempts to end his life after fail¬ 
ing an entrance exam. The sto¬ 
ries of the past are meant to 
evoke nostalgia and establish 
the importance of failure. It’s 
all well-intentioned and imper¬ 
ative in the competitive times 
(complete with a sagging job 
market and doddering econo¬ 
my) we live in. But the film 
works with all possible cliches 
and stereotypes that have been 
explored and exploited aplenty

already. The classic engi¬ 
neering college humour, 
which revolves around mas¬ 
turbation, porn magazines, 
ragging and testosterone- 
filled jibes like “behen se 
jeeta tha ya haarta tha 
(were you defeated by your 
sister?)” are stale and inef¬ 
fective, more so when inter¬ 
spersed with melodrama. 

It’s a commendable idea 
to contradict the present 
(where the characters are 


surrounding a dying child in 
an ICU) with the past (where 
the same characters are ob¬ 
sessed with a college cham¬ 
pionship), to establish failure 
as a capitalist and industrial¬ 
ised concept. What may seem 
the most important to you in 
the moment, the film insists, 
is actually inconsequential in 
the long run. An antithesis of 
Tiwari’s previous outing, 
Dangal, which hailed victory, 
Chhichhore normalises fai¬ 
lure, by deceptively using the 
traditional build-up of under- 
dogs-who-win narrative. The 
thoughts are noble and hu¬ 
mour is an apt carrier to com¬ 
municate it. But Chhichhore’ s 
humour (besides being ana¬ 
chronistic and stale) is unable 
to salvage a long-winding nar¬ 
rative that cramps in morals, 
melodrama and ‘observation¬ 
al’ humour. Besides Kapoor, 
the film has no women of con¬ 
sequence, which is justified as 
a reality in engineering col¬ 
lege hostels. Fair enough. But 
the lack of women also re¬ 
flects the brand of (teenage 
boy) humour one can expect. 
There are a few one-line de¬ 
scriptions (mostly delivered

livens Chapter 2. 

Where Muschietti’s effort 
does fall short, is in the 
length of the film. Stretched 
too long, he indulges himself 
plenty when it comes to each 
character’s personal exposi¬ 
tion of an It encounter.

evoke laughter but the gags 
are clumsily executed. The 
‘punch’ (even in physical co¬ 
medy) is either too late, pred¬ 
ictable or hackneyed. To 
make it worse, the flashbacks 
take place at awkward mo¬ 
ments, switching rapidly bet¬ 
ween lighted-heartedness 
and melodrama. 

This back-and-forth narra¬ 
tive rests heavily on change of 
costume, facial appearance 
and body language. It’s amus¬ 
ing to see what age does to 
some characters (like a timid 
nerd acquires an American 
accent). Actors like Tahir Raj 
Bhasin, Naveen Polishetty, 
Tushar Pandey and Saharsh 
Kumar Shukla are on point as 
various peculiar personali¬ 
ties. But the characters in 
themselves rarely deviate 
from stereotypes. So Chhich¬ 
hore can either be enjoyed as 
a regurgitation of jokes, sto¬ 
ries and characters (much 
like how we repeat our col¬ 
lege stories for the hundredth 
time at a party) or demand to 
be surprised, even in the 
realm of nostalgia. I vote for 
the latter.

Fans of Masterchef Austra¬ 
lia will still remember the 
nail-biting one-point win of 
Diana Chan in the 2017 fi¬ 
nale of season nine. Chan 
who has since gained a fol¬ 
lowing in India too, has also 
designed the food menu of 
Wine Villa, a vino-on-tap 
restaurant in Juhu, 
Mumbai. 

The Malaysian-born chef 
is now on a four-city tour of 
India, to conduct a master¬ 
class and a dining expe¬ 
rience in Mumbai, Hydera¬ 
bad, Gurugram, and 
Bengaluru. This includes a 
four-course meal paired 
with wine from Pernod 
Ricard. 

When we ask her what 
defines Malaysian cuisine, 
Chan says the key element 
is flavour (a balance of 
sweet, salty, and sour) and 
the integration of different 
cultures. “Malaysians are 
very spoilt when it comes to 
the variety of food availa¬ 
ble. It is influenced by pre¬ 
dominantly Malay, Indian 
and Chinese cuisine,” she 
says, adding that “Malaysia 
is in a strategic location and 


during the early days it was 
used as a port to transport 
spices and was part of the 
silk route.” 

The Indian influence is 
probably most strongly ex¬ 
perienced at breakfast plac¬ 
es, as rods, dosas, parathas 
and idlis are easily availa¬ 
ble. But if you go to a Chi¬ 
nese coffee shop, you will 
get half-boiled eggs with 
kaya toast (topping of su¬ 
gar, coconut milk and eggs, 
pandan, and butter) and lo¬ 
cal coffee as well as lots of 
different styles of noodles 
(wet or dry). 

Chan lists spices, herbs 
and aromats is the core in¬ 
gredients. Belacan (shrimp 
paste) is liberally used in 
Malay and Peranakan (the 
cuisine of a regional ethnic 
group) dishes. Freshly 
chopped chillies in soy 
sauce are a common condi¬ 
ment served with Malay¬ 
sian- Chinese food, whereas 
coconut water and milk are 
used in Indian dishes. 

“I am not so much of a 
fan of Malaysian/Asian des¬ 
serts in general. They tend 
to be too sweet for my lik¬ 
ing,” she says. 

As for contemporary Ma¬ 
laysian food, Chan says 
she’s witnessing a trend in 
several Australian restau¬ 
rants, which have adopted 
Asian flavours (that include 
Malayan dishes) and paired 
these with Western 
techniques.

W hen Srihari Nataraj 
was a little boy, his 
mother, Kalyani, 
was keen that he try out 
every sport. 

A volleyball player from 
Pudukottai, near Thanjavur, 
she represented Tamil Nadu 
in the junior Nationals. Her 
cousins, including former in¬ 
ternational Sivaranjani, were 
talented swimmers. Even the 
family she married into was 
packed with sportspersons: 
her husband, Nataraj Ven- 
kataramanan, was a Banga¬ 
lore University cricketer and 
his brothers, Anantharaman 
and Srinivasan, played in the 
Ranji Trophy. 

Srihari was a good cricket¬ 
er, as well, at school. “I used 
to bowl fast and leg-spin. I 
used to play basketball, ten¬ 
nis and football, too,” says 
the 18-year-old. 

But it was swimming that 
Srihari savoured the most. 
The love for the blue wa¬ 
ters virtually began in his 
mother’s arms while watch¬ 
ing his elder brother, Balaji, 
swim. Balaji had bronchial 
issues and a doctor suggest¬ 
ed swimming. Srihari, just 


two and half then, wanted to 
have fun in the pool as well. 

A.C. Jayarajan, the coach, 
was only too happy to take 
the little fellow in. A few 
years later, observing Sr- 
ihari’s dedication and his 
increasing height, Jayarajan 
felt he had a special talent on 
his hands. Soon, the young¬ 
ster began winning medals 
in age-group events in Kar¬ 
nataka and at the national 
level. 

But his parents were not 
sure whether swimming 
would be a long-term af¬ 
fair for Srihari. Many of his 
friends moved to famed 
coach Nihar Ameen’s acade¬ 
my, and since he felt lonely, 
his parents sent him there. 
But about a year later, with 
some of his friends dropping 
out, Srihari was unhappy; he 
often looked stressed out. 

“We felt he could not with¬ 
stand the pressure of compe¬ 
tition,” says Kalyani. “So, I 
stopped him swimming for 
three months - he was 13 
then - to make him focus 
on academics. Even a doctor 
advised that. But there was 
an immediate change in Sr- 
ihari The teenager, in the 
eighth standard then, went 


into his shell. 

“One day, Archana 
Viswanath, the principal at 
Jain School, called me and 
said, ‘Madam, if you want 
your son to be proper, just 
send him back to swimming 
and don’t expect anything 
from the sport. Only then can 
he focus on academics. Oth¬ 
erwise it will hurt him men¬ 
tally,”’ reveals his mother. 

Turning point 

So back they went to Jaya¬ 
rajan and told him that they 
just wanted their son to be 
happy. The country should 
be thankful for that, for Sr¬ 
ihari now promises to be¬ 
come one of its finest swim¬ 
mers ever. At the Nationals, 
which concluded this week 
in Bhopal, he won the ‘best 
swimmer’ award after claim¬ 
ing eight gold medals (four 
individual, four in relays). 

Breaking records has be¬ 
come a habit for the Bengalu¬ 
ru boy. At the recent World 
Junior Championships in 
Budapest, Srihari broke his 
own senior Indian records in 
all three backstroke events, 
entering the final in the 50m 
and 100m and finishing sixth 
and seventh respectively. 


This, after having set two of 
those records at the senior 
Worlds in Gwangju, South 
Korea, the previous month. 

Despite finishing sixth, Sr¬ 
ihari feels he could have won 
the 50m backstroke bronze 
at the junior Worlds, a medal 
he missed by 0.15s. “I want¬ 
ed that medal, I was ready to 
do anything for that. Mental¬ 
ly, I was ready to push myself 
more than I had ever done 
before,” he says. 

“I knew I had to be an¬ 
ything below 25.20 for a 
medal, I was aiming for 
something like 24.90,” says 
Srihari, who clocked 25.50s, 
a new National Record. 

Jayarajan, who was at Bu¬ 
dapest, feels that the start let 
Srihari down. “He didn’t get 


a good start, it was better in 
the 100m. That’s why he lost 
the medal by such a close 
margin,” says Jayarajan. “It 
would have been the coun¬ 
try’s first medal and would 
have changed Indian swim¬ 
ming ... the sort of change 
that Saina Nehwal brought 
to badminton. Youngsters 
would have started believing 
that they can do it too.” 

But to put things in per¬ 
spective, it must be recog¬ 
nised that Indian swimming 
faces a huge struggle to stay 
afloat even at the Asian and 
Commonwealth levels. Con¬ 
sider Srihari’s opponents. 
China’s Xu Jiayu is the 100m 
backstroke world champion 
and South African Zane Wad¬ 
dell won the 50m backstroke

title at Gwangju. Add the Jap¬ 
anese, Chinese, Australian 
and British competitors to 
the mix and you get a sense 
of how tough the life of an 
Indian swimmer is. Even a 
bronze at the Asiad is rare. 

Moreover, with very little 
support from the govern¬ 
ment, swimming is incred¬ 
ibly expensive. “We have 
spent around Rs. 8 lakh in 
the last couple of months for 
the two World Champion¬ 
ships, the Nationals and his 
costumes,” says Kalyani. “It 
was good last year, he was in 
the Target Olympic Podium 
(TOP) scheme and all his ex¬ 
penses were taken care of for 
eight months till the Asian 
Games. But this year we have 
been getting only Rs 10,000 
per month under the Khelo 
India scheme.” 

The heavy bills and India’s 
poor history in the sport can 
pull anybody down. But sur¬ 
prisingly, Srihari is highly 
buoyant. “I can’t sink, I can 
never drown. Even if I let go 
of my breath and try to sit 
in the water, I will float back 
up,” he says. 

Blessed with this special 
quality, he is keen to break 
boundaries and stretch his 
body’s limits. He has made 
Tokyo’s ‘B’ cut in the 100m 
and 200m, the two back- 
stroke events that figure in 
the Olympics, and is con¬ 
fident of achieving the ‘A’ 
standard, too. 

Qualifying for Tokyo is 
his immediate goal. He is 
0.84s away in the 100m (‘A’ 
standard: 53.85s; Srihari’s 
personal best: 54.69s) and a 
little more than four seconds 


off the pace in the 200m 
(‘A’ standard 1:57.50s; PB 
2:01.70s). But he feels both 
are achievable. The Asian 
Age-Group Championships, 
in Bengaluru from Septem¬ 
ber 24, will offer him anoth¬ 
er chance to attempt them. 

Medals in the Asian 
Games, the Commonwealth 
Games and the 2024 Par¬ 
is Olympics are among his 
long-term goals. “But I take 
it one step at a time,” Srihari 
says. “I’m pretty sure I can 
drop to 52 seconds in the 
100m by the 2022 Asiad.” 

What makes him tick? “A 
lot of coaches have said I’ve 
got a very good ‘catch’. The 
water hardly slips on my 
pull, I need to work a lot on 
my kick but my pull has al¬ 
ways been very good.” 

The ‘catch’ is that phase 
of the arm-stroke where the 
swimmer begins to apply 
propulsive force - “basical¬ 
ly the amount of power you 
put to push through,” says 
Srihari. “There are many 
swimmers who are stronger 
than me but what matters 
is how you use it in water. I 
think I use the power I have 
very well in water. 

“I try to be as smooth as 
I can, that’s like the most 
important thing for me. 
It doesn’t matter if I don’t 
push through the water. For 
me, the smoother I try to 
be, the faster I am,” says Sr¬ 
ihari, who has improved his 
personal best by about one 
second in the 50m and more 
than two seconds in the 
100m. Srihari still has moun¬ 
tains to move, but he is ready 
for the challenge. 


WORD PLAY 

Gridiron 


• What is it? It's another name for 
American football - the North American 
sport played by two teams, wearing hard 
plastic helmets and shoulder pads, on a 
rectangular field with goalposts at each 
end. The sport evolved from English rugby 
and association football. 


• How did the term originate? The 

term was coined in the early 20th century 
because the sport's playing field, marked 
in a checkerboard pattern back then, 
resembled a cooking gridiron, a grate used 
for broiling food. This name was used to 
distinguish it from rugby and football. 



• Who coined the term? This is unclear. 
But American sportswriter Claude H. 

Miller helped popularise it. In the 1911 
edition of Outdoor Sports and Games, he 
wrote, "The lines on a football field make a 
checkerboard effect and have given to the 
field the name of 'gridiron.'" 


• Not to be confused with The science 
fiction novel, written by British author 
Philip Kerr, in which a technologically 
advanced, 'smart' building, nicknamed 
'The Gridiron', tries to kill everyone inside. 
The sport is only marginally less bizarre, so 
confusion is warranted.

What’s eating Jordan Spieth? 

The former World No. 1 hasn’t looked himself on a golf course over the last two years. What 
has gone wrong with his swing and how close is he to fixing it?

H ailed as a golf prodigy for 
winning three Majors be¬ 
fore turning 24, Jordan 
Spieth now appears a pale shad¬ 
ow of his former self, his game 
and confidence in tatters. 

Battling an inconsistent swing 
for a while now, the former 
World No. 1 hasn’t won a PGA 
Tour event since July 2017. He 
has especially struggled on tour¬ 
nament weekends. 

According to Sean Martin of 
the PGA Tour, Spieth’s weekend 
scoring average this season is 
three strokes higher than his av¬ 
erage score on Thursday and Fri¬ 
day, the biggest disparity on the 
Tour by almost a stroke. What’s 
more, his weekend average is the 
fourth-worst of all players this 
—^ season. 

So just what is the matter? 
Former World No. 1 David Du¬ 
val said recently that the prob¬ 
lem with Spieth’s swing was 
technical. He was rushing the 
transition from his backswing 
to his downswing; his technique 
was breaking down in the pro¬ 
cess, especially under pressure 
at the business end of tourna¬ 
ments. 

“It is a mechanical failure but 
you also through this process 
tend to lose confidence and if 
you don’t know if it’s coming out 
right, coming out left or it’s go¬ 
ing to go straight, where do you 
aim?” Duval said. “There is a bit 
of a breakdown.” 


PGA Tour winner Brandel 
Chamblee, now a television an¬ 
alyst, said the 26-year-old need¬ 
ed to stop analysing his swing in 
such detail. 

“If you put [Spieth] on a range 
and leave him alone he’ll put 
two and two together better 
than anybody else,” Chamblee 
said. “You have to protect your 
talent and genius and do that at 
all costs. I see right now an on¬ 
slaught of information overload.” 

Wise ignorance 

Chamblee urged Spieth to redis¬ 
cover his youthful athletic self. 
“He needs to get back to the 
softness and athleticism that he 
had when he first came out,” he 
said. “You could call it a wise ig¬ 
norance that he had then, or an 
ignorant wisdom. There’s a lot to 
be said about just going out and 
being an athlete.” 

Spieth appeared to agree 
with Chamblee’s diagnosis. At 
the Northern Trust Open last 
month, he said he was inspired 


by 20-year-old Matthew Wolff’s 
free-spirited play. 

“I love how aggressively he 
plays. It’s cool. It’s kind of like I 
definitely knew I used to play a 
little bit more that way and I kind 
of need to get back to that,” Spi¬ 
eth said. 

Going natural 

“He swings his own swing, which 
I can certainly look at and say, 
maybe I don’t have to be perfect. 
It doesn’t have to be textbook. 
Just be yourself. I can learn stuff 
from him. 

“When you look back, it’s 
more similar to me when I was 
20 than I am now, and I can actu¬ 
ally learn how to get back to that 
style of golf, which is a better 
way to play the game.” 

Spieth offered an insight re¬ 
cently into why he was having 
trouble with his swing. “It start¬ 
ed with the putter blade, how 
I was viewing things, and my 
alignment got off because my 
eyes were not seeing where the 


putter blade was actually point¬ 
ed and therefore I couldn’t trust 
it,” he said on the NoLayingUp 
podcast. 

“And then it bled into kind of 
my full swing, and I just got off 
in setup ... then I’d try to fix the 
wrong things and I’d get down 
this spiral ... of more inconsist¬ 
ent golf.” 

Encouraging signals 

But it’s not all doom and gloom. 
There are signs that Spieth’s 
touch on the putting green is 
back. He is second this year on 
shots gained (putting), averaging 
0.862 per round; only Denny Mc¬ 
Carthy (0.926) is better. 

And he said on the podcast 
that with the help of swing coach 
Cameron McCormick, he has “fi¬ 
nally got on top of” his swing. It’s 
now a matter of getting the repe¬ 
titions in. 

Former Major champion Paul 
Azinger was confident Spieth 
would find his way back. 

He cited the late Byron Nel¬ 
son, who once said there were 
two kinds of players: those who 
needed to know a little and those 
who needed to know it all. “It’s 
not that complicated,” Azinger 
said. “He’s a smart guy. You’ve 
just got to let him be young here 
for a little while and figure it all 
out. He’s two or three swings 
away from piecing it back togeth¬ 
er. He’s going to be around for a 

long time.” SPORTS BUREAU & REUTERS

Ferrari chases perfection at 
landmark Italian GP 

This weekend marks both the marquee team’s 90th 
anniversary and the race’s 90th edition. Having won just 
once this season, Ferrari knows it needs a near-flawless 
performance to make it a happy homecoming

T he Italian GP will be a 
momentous occasion 
for Ferrari and the ‘ti- 
fosi’, its faithful fans. Both 
the 90th anniversary of the 
celebrated team and the 
90th running of the race, the 
landmark weekend comes 
during a difficult period for 
the Italian powerhouse. 

After a season so far in 
which Ferrari has won only 
once in 13 outings, with 
Mercedes triumphing 10 
times and Red Bull twice, 
Ferrari team principal Mat- 
tia Binotto knows his squad 
must deliver a near-flawless 
performance again to resist 
the overall excellence and 
race pace of Mercedes’ de¬ 
fending five-time champion 
Lewis Hamilton. 

“We saw in Belgium that, 
in order to win, we must do 
everything to perfection and 
our aim is to do exactly that 
in Monza,” he said. 

“Our home race is always 
important, but that is espe¬ 
cially true this time as we are 
celebrating 90 years of Scu- 
deria Ferrari.” 

The race in the old royal 
park at Monza offers Ferra¬ 


ri another opportunity to 
showcase its cars’ superi¬ 
or power and straight-line 
speed against champion 
Mercedes. Charles Leclerc, 
who claimed his first FI win 
at Spa last weekend, will 
be keen to show it wasn’t a 
one-off. Teammate Sebastian 
Vettel will be just as eager 
to prove that he is Ferrari's 
lead driver. Both of them will 
be boosted by an upgraded 
power unit. 

“Monza is a track where 
we run at very high average 
speeds ... and, this week¬ 
end, we plan to introduce 
our third [upgraded] power 
unit,” said Binotto. 

Last year’s race ended 


with the ‘tifosi’ booing loud¬ 
ly when the triumphant 
Hamilton stood atop the 
podium, having won after 
Ferrari had locked out the 
front row of the grid follow¬ 
ing Kimi Raikkonen’s all-time 
fastest qualifying lap. 

But Hamilton admitted 
that Ferrari has every chance 
of preventing a repeat. 

“Monza is going to be a 
happy weekend for Ferra¬ 
ri, most likely, because it is 
all straights and they are so 
fast,” he said. “We’ve got to 
make drastic improvements 
to our straight speed, some¬ 
how.

Hill riders 

Mountain biking has been around 
for a couple of hundred years - 
expeditions with bicycles specially 
modified for off-road use were first 
undertaken in the United States in 
the late 19th century. 

But it didn't become a 


mainstream sport until the 1990s. 
So, for most of its history, it stayed a 
niche, rather expensive sport. 

Mountain biking demands high 
skill and courage - riders need 
balance, core strength, self-reliance 
and the ability to handle bikes and 
unpredictable terrain. 

Bicycles used in this sport are 


often modified to suit both the rider 
and the category of competition 
- the cross-country discipline 
may need some specifications that 
downhill, freeride or dirt-jumping 
doesn't. 

Mountain biking, naturally, is 
high-risk. Injuries are par for the 
course and riders often carry first- 


aid kits with them. 

The 30th edition of the sport's 
most prestigious competition - the 
UCI Mountain Bike Championships 
- concluded just last week in Mont- 
Sainte-Anne, Canada. 

Some of the cross-country races 
also functioned as qualifiers for the 
2020 Olympic Games in Tokyo.

Serena Williams will face Ca¬ 
nadian teenager Bianca An¬ 
dreescu for the US Open title 
as the American set herself 
up for another attempt to 
clinch a record-equalling 
24th Grand Slam singles title. 

Serena, who turns 38 this 
month, cruised into a 10th 
US Open final on Thursday 
by brushing aside fifth seed 
Elina Svitolina 6-3, 6-1, earn¬ 
ing her 101st win at the tour¬ 
nament to draw level with 
Chris Evert for the most in 
history. 

Serena is seeking to match 
Margaret Court’s all-time re¬ 
cord of 24 Major titles and 
will play 19-year-old An¬ 
dreescu, who defeated Belin¬ 
da Bencic 7-6(3), 7-5, on Sa¬ 
turday in her bid for a record 
seventh US Open triumph. 

Crazy feeling 

“To be in yet another final, it 
seems honestly crazy. But I 
don’t really expect too much 
less,” said Serena, who is 
through to her 33rd Major 
final. 

“I’ve had so many chances 
to pass it (Court’s record) 
and to have a lot more, but 
it’s cool because I’m playing 
in an era with so many - five 
eras with so many amazing 
players.” 

She won her first Grand 


Slam title at the 1999 US 
Open - before Andreescu 
was even born - but has lost 
her last three Major finals 
since capturing the 2017 Aus¬ 
tralian Open crown while 
pregnant. She hasn’t won 
the US Open since 2014. 


Andreescu, who fell in US 
Open qualifying the past two 
years, continued her meteor¬ 
ic rise on her main draw de¬ 
but in New York to overcome 
former Swiss prodigy Bencic. 

The 15th-seeded Canadian 
played catch-up for much of 


the opening set and saved a 
set point at 4-5 with a fore¬ 
hand winner, but she rattled 
off the first five points of the 
tie-break and sealed it when 
Bencic swatted a forehand 
long. 

Bencic, the 13th seed. 


raced 5-2 ahead in the se¬ 
cond set but Andreescu re¬ 
fused to buckle and reeled 
off the final five games to set 
up a rematch of last month’s 
Toronto final against Serena, 
who retired from that clash 
with a back injury.

Spin legend Abdul Qadir 
passes away

Former Pakistan spinner 
Abdul Qadir, credited with 
reviving the art of leg-spin 
bowling in 1970s and 80s, 
passed away here on Friday 
after suffering a massive car¬ 
diac arrest. The cricketer is 
survived by his wife, four 
sons and a daughter who is 
married to current Pakistan 
batsman Umar Akmal. 

Qadir played in 67 Tests 
and 104 ODIs for a total haul 
of 368 wickets. 

Qadir was recognised for 
his unique angular bowling 
action. It started in a get-set- 
go mode where he would 
lick his lips and run in be¬ 
fore delivering in his inimit¬ 
able style. 

Duel with Tendulkar 

But the fondest memories 
would certainly be related 
to a 16-year-old Sachin Ten¬ 
dulkar attacking him with 
great gusto during an exhi¬ 
bition match. Qadir, who 
was at the twilight of his ca¬ 
reer, repeatedly tossed it up 
and Tendulkar would just 
dance down the track to hit 
him for four sixes. 

Qadir was a favourite of 
the Indian media and had 
been associated with many

Bangar joined the team in 
2014 when Duncan Fletcher 
was the chief coach and 
served as the batting coach 
under Anil Kumble and Ravi 
Shastri. “They were ob¬ 
viously different. Duncan 
had a different view relating 
to batting technique, Kum¬ 
ble was amazingly methodi¬ 
cal and Ravi was good in de¬ 
veloping mental toughness. 
I learnt so much from 
them,” Bangar told The 
Hindu. 


jor shift in the way we 
played Test cricket. Six bat¬ 
smen laid the foundation 
and our splendid attack 
worked wonderful victo¬ 
ries,” Bangar added. 

New trend 

He cited the Adelaide Test of 
2014. “We were set a target 
of 364 on the final day and 
Virat (Kohli) decided to go 
for the win. India was not 
playing for a draw and that 
was a big change of attitude. 
We lost the match but we 
had set a new trend of play¬ 
ing to win.” 

Bangar also pointed out 
the Test against South Africa 
at Johannesburg in 2018 
when India won by 63 runs. 
“We had prepared well for 
the brute of a pitch, the 
quickest and sharpest we 
had faced in years. Batsmen 
were getting hit regularly 
but they hung in bravely. 
The batsmen earned praise 
from Nasser Hussain who 
felt no one should ever 
doubt Indian batsmen’s abil¬ 
ity to handle torrid pace.” 

Among his responsibili¬ 
ties which he loved was pre¬ 
paring the batsmen for a 
match. “It was a job that I 
loved, creating the condi¬ 
tions they would likely en¬ 
counter - seaming, spin¬ 
ning and bouncy. Some of 
the batsmen had their inse¬ 
curities but I worked with 
them to enhance their men¬ 
tal composure and help 
them rid of distractions and 
uncertainties without once 
confusing them. They 
stayed close to their natural 
game. I would identify their 
template and not allow 
them to drift away from it.” 

Looking back, Bangar, 
46, noted, “I am happy to 
leave a team that boasts of a 
strong middle order in Test 
matches. There is depth in 
batting now due to regular 
contributions from the 
wicketkeeper and the lower- 
order. We need to streng¬ 
then our openers, especially 
in overseas conditions. 
There is little to worry on 
the bowling front. We have a 
rich collection there.” 

‘No heated argument’ 

On his reported tiff with na¬ 
tional selector Devang 
Gandhi, he said, “It is ficti¬ 
tious. I had a cordial ex¬ 
change with him three days 
after the selection process 
was over. It was related to 
my presentation. There was 
no heated argument.” 


Immense pride 

India was No. 5 in Test rank¬ 
ings and Bangar leaves with 
the team slotted at No 1. “We 
won 30 out of 52 Tests and 
82 out of 122 ODIs. We were 
consistent (from 2014 to 
2019) and beat all countries 
in their home conditions. I 
take immense pride in being 
part of this journey.” 

During the phase starting 
from 2015, the Indian team 
introduced the five-bowler 
theory in Tests. “It was a 
bold call which paid. To go 
in with five bowlers was pos¬ 
sible because the batsmen 
coped with the challenge of 
playing with that additional 
responsibility.

The defensive mistakes that 
have been India’s undoing 
early in Igor Stimac’s Indian 
reign came back to punish 
the team in the first FIFA 
World Cup qualifier against 
Oman here on Thursday. 

Being in control for the 
entirety of the first half and 
taking the lead through a cle¬ 
verly-worked training 
ground routine mattered for 
little with the two late goals 
conceded. 

“We’re very sad, deserved 
more from this game. We 
could have scored many in 
the first half and finished the 
game before the break,” he 
said, reflecting on the game. 

“My players made me 
proud, the way they fought 
and ran for 70 minutes. But 
the game is for 90 minutes, 
not 70.” 

Sunil Chhetri put India 
ahead in the first half but 
there was little threat to the 
Oman goal from elsewhere. 

For all the attacking play, 
it was Chhetri the team 
turned to, to take it across 
the line. 

Inexperience in scoring 

“We didn’t have enough ex¬ 
perience in scoring. We al¬ 
ways depend on Sunil for 
goals,” he said, before ad¬ 
ding, “But I can’t blame 


anyone. The players gave 
their all.” 

On what went wrong in 
the final minutes, he said, 
“The defence was losing its 
shape and that (the closing 
minutes) was the time we 
need to be patient. Keep 
possession, hold onto the 
lead and wait for counters. 
We didn’t and we paid the 
price.” 

In the end, what made the 
difference was the expe¬ 
rience Oman had. India 
looked the fitter side but the 
visitor made its few chances 
count. 

“My players, they can 
run. But this loss is about ex¬ 
perience, not fitness. From 
the 70th minute mark, we 
made the mistake of running 
too much without passing. 


We should’ve made the op¬ 
ponent run and chase, we 
didn’t,” he said. 

With India’s toughest 
game, away to Qatar, coming 
up in five fays, there isn’t 
much time to regroup. But 
the Croatian believes that his 
team is already over the 
Oman result and is looking 
forward to the game on Sep¬ 
tember 10. 

“Motivating? Done. We 
start preparing (for Qatar) 
from this moment. They are 
the strongest team and have 
the strongest league in Asia.” 

On what to expect from 
India, he said, “We will 
change four or five players, 
will see how they are. But we 
have no reason to fear, we 
will try to play good football 
and try to score.”

Spain took a step closer to 
qualification for Euro 2020 
on Thursday after surviving 
a scare in Romania to win 2-1 
and continue its 100% re¬ 
cord, while Italy also kept its 
perfect start with a 3-1 win in 
Armenia. 

A Sergio Ramos first half 
penalty and a beautiful team 
goal finished off by Paco Al¬ 
cacer were just about 
enough for Spain in Buchar¬ 
est, and made its record five 
wins from five to maintain its 
five-point lead at the top of 
Group ‘F’ in its first match 
since Luis Enrique stepped 
down as coach. 

Spain is followed by Swe¬ 
den, which is on 10 points af¬ 
ter thumping the Faroe Is¬ 
lands 4-0, and Norway a 
further two points back after 
its comfortable 2-0 over 
Malta. 

Earlier Italy strengthened 
its grip on Group T after 
coming from behind to see 
off Armenia thanks to a An¬ 
drea Belotti brace and Lo¬ 
renzo Pellegrini’s first inter¬ 
national goal. Roberto 
Mancini’s side is three points 
ahead of second-placed Fin¬ 
land, 1-0 victor over Greece 



thanks to a Teemu Pukki pe¬ 
nalty, and seven ahead of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina in 
third after the win in Yere¬ 
van, which came despite the 
Italians trailing after 11 mi¬ 
nutes when Aleksandre Ka¬ 
rapetyan scored. 

Belotti tapped in Emerson 
Palmieri’s cross to put Italy 
level on 28 minutes before 
Karapetyan went from hero 
to villain by being sent off in 
first half stoppage time for a 



second yellow card. 

Belotti doubled his tally 10 
minutes from time after sub¬ 
stitute Pellegrini had put the 
away side in the lead.

Praising the performanc¬ 
es of all the shooters NRAI 
president Raninder Singh 
said, “With talent, training 
and opportunity they have 
proved everything is possi¬ 
ble. It is the gun which 
speaks.” 

Patiala Sports University 
has tied up with a UK univer¬ 
sity to improve the perfor¬ 
mances of the shooters as In¬ 
dia needs more practical 
coaches and not theoretical 
added the NRAI chief.
